ACCUSED CONCERN DENIES GUILT 


Seeking for évidence that the county had 
been defrauded on coal deliveries, James J. 
MoC&be, a reporter for Hearst’s Chicago 
Examiner was electrocuted yesterday after- 
noon in power houge 91 of the drainage board. 

While endeavoring to recover the body of 
McCabe, Frederick Fitzpatrick, 5423 Justine 
street, assistant engineer at the county hos- 
pital was killed instantly, and Thomas 
Mahon, superintendent of the county morgue, 
was blown against a wall of the building by 
the shock. 

In company with Charles L. Daly, an in- 
vestigator in the office of Peter Bartzen, 
president of the county board, McCabe went 
to the power house, which ie located im the 
grounds of the county hospital and in the 
same building with the weighmaster of the 
hospital, and met his death while peering 
through a window in an effort to discover 
evidence of wrongdoing. He supposedly 
stepped too close to the dangerous electrical 
machinery.

More than ten years ago I undertook «@ 
study of the finances of the principal cities 
of the world. In 1906 I prepared a report on 
the ‘‘ Municipal Revenues of Chicago.” As 
a member of the charter convention I submit- 
ted a resolution calling for a comprehensive 
investigation of the expenditures of the city. 
After my election as alderman I offered a 
resolution caling for the appointment of a 
commission to carry on such an investiga- 
tion. The purpose was to ascertain the facts 
and then on the basis of established facts to 
work out new methods that would save the 
people’s money and facilitate the conduct of 
public business. ; 

I was interested in this matter as a tax- 
payer and because I believe the city govern- 
mem cannot adequately perform its present 
and rapidly increasing functions unless hon- 
esty and efficiency are the basis of every 
governmental activity. The commission em- 
ployed the best known available experts in 
this country to study the vartous city de- 
partments, to gét the facts, and to devise 
better methods.

As chairman of the commission I became 
intimately acquainted with the employés and 
the workings of the various municipa) de- 
partments. If I were mayor of Chicago I 
would put the constructive recommendations 
of the commission into effect and would de- 
vise ways and means of securing a better 
return than is now obtained for the public 
money expended. 

Administrative efficiency is essential to the 
successful management of all forms of public 
service, to the proper regulation of public 
utities, to the most effective use of such 
recreation facilities as parks, playgrounds, 
and bathing beaches, and to the carrying out 
of progressive policies. AsI have saidin my 
platform, the close relation between efficient 
administration and the comfort, convenience, 
and happiness of every citizen must not 
longer be ignored.

¢ roli call showed the vote 34 to 28, leay- 
ing the affirmative two votes short of the 
majority of the entire membership of the 
council required under the city’s charter. 
The appropriation bill then was reintroduced 
and was referred back to the finance com- 
mittee. Until next Tuesday when another 
special session of the council will be held 
Chicago can boast nothing in the way of a 
budget. 

It was the first instance in the memory of 
present aldermen that a budget, passed upon 
in the committee of the whole, was rejected 
by the council. The fate of the bill was 
due to the final opposition of the men who 
framed it, but who asserted it could not-be 
met during the year after its total had been 
increased $380,000, of which $247,900 was 
voted for increases In the salaries of fire- 
men. 

The day was made notable by Ald. Cc. EB. 
Merriam’s protests against appropriations 
for “‘ useless jobs’ and against the passing 
of a financially overburdened budget.

The building in which McQabe met his 
death ts on Polk street midway between 
Lincoln etreet on the west and Wood on the 
east. It was one story high. The power 
house and office adjoin and he had a clear 
view of the desk in the weighmaster’s office. 


Watches Men at Work. 

In this office were seated Weighmaster 
Moran, and just to the north of him sat 
Brown. Against the window inside of the 
power house was a sheet of asbestos paper, 
and a hole had been torn fin a way that per- 
mitted one inside of the power house to ob- 
serve how Moran and Brown were handling 
the coal tickets which the drivers presented. 

In the powerhouse are three transformers 
set about sixteen inches from the north wall. 
McCabe, being a good sized man, had to do 
considerable squeezing, after climbing over 
a maés of strongly charged wires, to attain 
the position in which his body was found. 
His toes, knees, and the back of his neck 
were burned, and the opinion of the experts 
is that he accidently leaned back his neck 
against the top of the innermost transformer. 


Short Circuit Gives Alarm. 

Immediately his body became a veritable 
wire and the concussion caused by short cir- 
culting attracted Moran and others, who 
rushed to the county morgue, a few feet away 
and summoned Deputy Coroner Samue) L. 
Davis. 

Chief Engineer Lumpp and Fitzpatrick 
were among the first to view McCabe’s burn- 
ing body. They hurried to the tuberculosis 
hospital and there shut off the power. Fully 
ten minutes after the first alarm they re- 
turned. Fitapatrick was sure everything was 
safe, but Lumpp wasn't sure. 

Fitzpatrick showed an inclination to enter 
and drag away McCabe’s body, and Lumpp 
cautioned him against it. To make sure 
Laummpp went to a telephone to notify the 
terminal station of the drainage canal, 
Thirty-first street and Western avenue. to 
shit off the power, and it was while he was 
gone that Fitzpatrick and Mahon attempted 


the rescue. \ 
Pouches Body and Is Killed. 

Fitzpatrick reached over the top of the 
third transformer and grabbed McCabe by 
the coat, while Mahon reached in. between 
the second and third transformer to lift Mc- 
Cabe’s head from the floor and aid in drag- 
ging out the body. Suddenly there was an- 
other concussion, or short circuit, and Fitz- 
patrick fell dead and Mahon was blown back 


against the wall. | 
The killing of McCabe biew out the switch 


scene in an automobile. It was these men 
who finally rescued the body of McCabe 
from. the flames. 
Bartzen Gives Out Statement. 
After news of the deaths of McCabe and 
reached Bartzen he held a two, 
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Among the most difficult tasks cdénfronting 
the city ts that of Its relations to public utility 
companies.

He must decide whether he 
wants a people's government or whether he 
wants a2 government controlied and directed 
on behalf of special interests, whether polit- 
ical or business. 

I do not care to be elected mayor if to do eo 
I must enter Into relations with any person, 
political group, or corporation which will 
make it impossible for me to serve the pubife 
properly. There are no strings on m6 and 
there will be none. If elected I want to feel 
that I have been elested and chosen by the 
rank and file of the voters of this city and 
that I owe no allegiance but to them. 

I am not fighting so much to be elected 
mayor as I am fighting for the principles for 
which I am known to stand. It matters Mttle 
whether Merriam is voted up or voted down, 
voted in or voted out, but it is of vital impor- 
tance to the people of this city that the es- 
tablishment of honest and efficient popula¢ 
government be fought for at this time.

The pamphlet then takes up the campaigns 
of 1900, 1902, 1904, and 1906, and declares 
that the baleful influence of Harrisonism 
Was the sole cause for Democratic defeat at 
the polls. In 1906 Harrison is held respons!i- 
ble for the bolt of James J. Gray, candidate 
for the nomination of sheriff, to the Hearst 
Independence league, and ultimate defeat of 
the Democratic nominee. 

Harrisoh further is accused of coming back 
from California in 1907 to run for mayor 
and then knifing Mr. Dunne when the latter 
was nominated by the Democrats.

Former Panama Judge Tells of 
U.S. Policy in Central America 


RESENT OUR INTERFERENCE. 


Contends They Think Our Diplomacy 
‘Halting and Venial.’’ 


The wisdom of the tactics this government 
has used in dealing with Central American 
countries was questioned yesterday by for- 
mer Judge Lorin C. Collins. He ek re- 
turned from the isthmus, where for more 
than five yeare he was a justice of the Su- 
preme court of the canal zone until he re- 
signed a few weeks ago. 

In an address to Members of the City club, 
delivered after luncheon, he said Uncle Sam 
was “in bad’ with this group of small 
nations. 

The speaker said the United States incurred 
the enmity of the people of Colombia when it 


Ecuador 
and Venezuela, he said, once were a part of 
Colombia, and, although separated in gov- 
ernment, the people are of the same race and 
admixture. Meddling with Panama’s na- 
tional politics, he also said, had won no 
friends for the United States:

SHOPS HOLD DISEASE GERMS, 


Dust and Careless Consumptives Make 
Factories More Dangerous than Badly 
Ventilated Houses, 

“ Bad work places are more harmful than 
bad living places.” 

Such was the warning of the health bureau 
yesterday in ite latest bulletin on consump- 
tion, 

* There are two reasons for this,” continues 
the bulletin. “In work places the air, as a 
rule, is dustier than in badly ventilated resi- 
dences, The heavy, cutting dust from metals 
and stone hurt the lungs so ag to make it 
easier for the consumption germ to get in. 
Disease germs in air are the woret. Do not 
choose a dusty trade. 

“If you are working et such a trade, dd 
not work near a consumptive, do not work 
where a breeze is not blowing. Keep in the 
sunshine. 

“Then, more people mingle in shops than 
in houses. With 200 men working in a cigar 
factory, you usually will find at least one con- 
sumptive, and he is likely to be a careless 
one. 

“ Other cases are sure to follow. The next 
step to guard public health that should be 
taken by the city and state is medical fac- 


tory inspection,’

‘“ About a week ago he notified me that he 


had been approached by Brown and offered 
money by Brown, but said that'he had re- 
fused to take it. I toki him the next time 
that an offer of money was made to him to 
take it, but to let me know about it. 


Says Brown Paid for Tickets. 

“ Last Wednesday Brown went to him and 
got him to sign five delivery tickets, paying 
him $7.50 for doing so. The tickets were 
dated back to last Saturday, the day on 
which the contract with the Baker Coaicom- 


pany ran out. 
“'The money received by Moran was given

William H. Baker, of Baker Brothers Coal 
company, said at night that if Brown had 
been guilty of grafting he will prosecute him 
to the limit. 

“If anything of that kind was going on I 
never had any knowledge, of it,”’ said he.

President Taft's ultimatum thet he will 
cal an extra session of congress unless a 
vote is allowed in the senate has hed its 
effect. The filibuster will be broken up and 
the question brought to a vote by the lead- 
ers, but unlese President Taft can show 
enough Republican senators the error of their 
attitude the measure will not pass, In this 
ever @ mumber of senators, both conserve- 
tive and standpat, will heave the satisfaction 
of blocking free trade with Canada and all 
of the standpattere will be relieved of the fear 
of an extra session with ite possibilities of 
Democratic tariff revision. 

Senator Money, the minority leader, has 
lined up all except half a dozen of the Demo- 
erates in favor of the measure. Senator Balley 
is one of the opposition. 


Committee Action on Bill. 


The McCall bill, carrying out the reciprocity 
agreement, was reported to the house by Mr. 
MoUali, acting chairman of the committee 
on ways and means. it came in with the 
favorabie report of twelve of the nineteen 
members of that committee, wno urge its pas- 
sage as “a measure in the interest of tne 
great mass of the peopie of the country.”’ 

The seven members of the committee who 
opposed the bill were given permission to file 
@ minority report next week. Hepresentative 
Gaines of West Virginia asked for specific 
permission to file that statement next Wed- 
nesday. While the house agreed to this, Mr. 
McCall declared he would not be bound to 
delay the bil until that time.

Cummins of Iowa spoke in advocacy of the

Colonel Favors Direet Vote for 
Senators and. Reciprocity 
with Canada. 


STANDPATS’ UNEASY DAY. 


Ultra-Progressive Policies Theme 
of Speakers at Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Feb. 11.—[Specia!.}— 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt talked progreseive 
ideas here today and progressive Republican- 
ism of the ultra brand was the central theme 
@t the nineteenth annual Lincoln day ban- 
quet at the Lincoln and Young Men's Repub- 
Hoan clubs. 

With Chase 8. Osborn, Michigan's governor, 
heading the list of speakers and Col. Roose- 
velt following him, it could not well have 
deen otherwise. Fiery verbal onelaughts that 
made the standpatters squirm in their seats 
were hurled by these forceful menpentnn of 
progressive policies. 

Col. Roosevelt reiterated his up to date 
opiniones immediately: on entering upon his 
speech. He said he wae in favor of the 
election of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people. He believes the consti- 
tution should be so amended aa to provide for 
popular election. And then the colonel added 
to this by urging the adoption of the proposed 
reciprocity treaty with Canada. 


Day of Typical Strenuosity. 

The banquet in the evening was the climax 
to a day of typical Rooseveltian strenuosity, 
following the arrival here at 1:25 from New 
York of the ex-president, accompanied b? 
Senator Wiliam Alden Smith, the toastmas- 
ter of the evening. The other dignitaries ar- 
rived 04 a special car from Washington ear- 
lier and the functions of the day were set in 
motion immediately upon the colonel’s ar- 
rival. 

First there was a luncheon to 100 guests at 
the Country club, at which addresses were 
made by Col. Roosevelt, Gov. Osborn, Hannis 
Taylor, and Congressman Julius Kahn of 
California. At the Ladies’ Literary club 
Col. Roosevelt, Senator Smitn, and Senator 
Elect Townsend addressed an audience of 
1,000 women on the subject of woman’s clubs. 
Col. Roosevelt declared women's clubs served 
a high purpose. 

Then he held a reception at the Morton 
house to veterans of the Spanish war, at 
which his ‘‘ By George, I’m glad to see you,”’ 
was heard at thirty second intervals for near- 
ly half an hour. 


Town Roosevelt Crazy. 

The town was Roosevelt crazy, and the dis- 
tinguished guest had to fight his way out of 
the station, a detall of twenty policemen and 
the entire detective force failing to prevail 
against the surge of the curious. Throngs 
Mned the curbs at all hours of the day 
that the auto was expected to pass, and the 
colonel rode bareheaded and with greeting 
finger uplifted in all his travels about town. 

At the bariquet the colonel’s subject was 
“TAncoln and Progressive Republicanism.” 
The banquet hall, seating 2,000 people, was 
crowded. The cheering. which greeted the 
former president’s appearance tm the hall 
was a continuation of a demonstration which 
began on his arrival, when the crowd greeted 
him with cries of “‘ Teddy for president in 
1912.”" 

-Aseerting that the present method of elect- 
ing senators was a relic of old times and 
should be remedied, the colonel also declared 
himself in favor of ebolishing the electoral 
college in the election of the president. 

“Yet,” he said, “ while I believe In the 
selection of senators by direct vote, I do 
not favor any policy which would take away 
from the federal government one particle 
of the control which it now has as regards 
the election of senators. 


Principle Same; Conditions Change. 

“I know there are many excellent gentle- 
men who fear great disaster to this country 
will result if we elect the members of the 
senate and they point to the wisdom of the 
founders of the constitution. There prob- 
ably never was a body of men who struck off 
at a single blow such a wise document asour 
constitution. 

‘But in applying old principles to new 
methods we wish to treat the constitution not 
as a strait jacket to prevent growth, but as 
@ support to encourage us to grow lusty and 
erect. Principles remain the same, but con- 
ditions change the method of application. It 
is no Gisloyalty to our forefathers to ask 
that we now be allowed the same freedom in 


. selecting our senators ae we are allowed in 


selecting our presidents. 

“ Why do I insist that the federal govern- 
ment retain every particle of its present con- 
trol over the selection of senators? Because 
a senator is a national official and he must 
swear loyalty not to one state but to all. Like- 
wise, if he does wrong, every state, not one 
state alone, has the privilege to contest his 
right to remain in the senate. 


Fair Play for Corporations. 

“Now a word about the corporations. 
Why is it necessary for the government to 
step in and put certain restrictions upon the 
corporations? This is the reason: You in- 
dividually and the corner grocer are equals. 
He is dependent upon you and you upon him 
to a certain extent. But when he extends 
his business into many estates and becomes 
. too big for you, so that you must buy his 
wares, whether you wish or not, then he can 
find his equal only In Uncle Sam. 
“Uncle Sam then must see whether he is 


. charging too much, Uncle Sam is to the cor- 


poration as we individually are to the grocer. 
Uncle Sam must see to it that the corporation 
‘becomes a valuable ae agin than 7 
irresponsible enemy. the governmen 
doesn’t allow the corporation a fair profit, 
then it is just as bad ae if we refused fo pay 
our grocery bill. You or I alone could not 
} compel a railroad to charge a just fare. That 
‘fs why we have the interstate commerce 
- commission to audit the bill and see to it that 
while the ratiroad gets fair play be does not 
ask too much of us.” | 


Party Must: Be Progressive. 
siding Republican party must be progres: 


; otherwise it has no warrant for exist- ' 
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“7 nation. We must not be misied ‘by mere 
} names. As compared to Buchanan and Fill- 


more, Lincoln was a radical and extreme 
progresfive. As compared to John Brown and 
Wencell Phillips he was @ sane conservative, 
and he was right in both positions. 

“A comparatively short experience con- 
vinceé the nation that the president should 
be voted for directly by the people. And, 
although the form of an electoral college 
has been retained, the actual fact is that 
the vote for president is a direct vote, the 
electors having no function except formally 
to ratify the popular decree, and, if it were 
possible, even this slight function could with 
advantage be abolished. | 

No Evils Have Rerulted. 

“None of the evile prophesied have re- 
sulted from the charge in the case of the 
president, and the same thing, I am perfectly 
eure, will happen when the change is made 
as regards senators. It will be a change 
markedly for good—just as much for good 
as was the change in the case.of the presi- 
dent. But the United States should under no 
circumstances surrender one particle of the 
control it now has ae regards the election of 
senators. To do so would be a mistake which 
might have-grave and farreaching conse- 
quences, and absolutely no argument worth 
heeding can be advanced in favor of such a 
change. 

Urges Reciprocity Treaty, 

“I feei that we are to be congratulated 
as @ nation upon the likelihood of obtaining 
a closer reciprocity of tariff and trade rela- 
tions with Canada. Among all the powers of 
the earth there is none with which We should’ 
desire to be upon more intimate footing of 
equal rights, to which we should be more 
closely bound .in relations of mutual help- 
fulness, esteem, and good will than in the 
case of our great neighbor tothe north, whose 
prosperity and growth should be a matter 
of pride to all who dwell on the American 
continent. I welcome the proposed reci- 
procity treaty as marking a signal advance 
in bringing about the closest and most friend- 
ly relations bet ween the two countries.” 

Woman’s Club Serves High 

At his address before the Ladies’ Literary 
club thig afternoon, Col. Roosevelt wag in- 
terrupted by Mrs. Anna Caulfield McKnight, 
the president, who asked: 

“ Colonel, why evade any longer? Are you 
In favor or oppored to women’s clubs? * 

“ The woman's club serves a high purpose,”’ 
replied the cojonel. “I believe in equality 
between men and women. If the club is a 
good thing for the men it is a good thing for 
the women. If the chub interferes with the 
home it is bad. If the club life of. you women 
makes for intellectual development it is a 
potent factor in placing the homeon a higher 
plane. 

“ The purpose of the woman's club should 
be intellectual development for the home- 
maker—the mother. Your children wil} re- 
spect you more if you keep your brains active. 
Karn the respect of your children by your 
mental activity. 

“After having traveled abroad much re- 
cently, I have concluded that America is the 
greatest home builder of this age.” 


BULLS IN COTTON MARKET 
SPREAD THE BOLL WEEVIL? 


Hoke Smith Says Plot by Gamblers Was 
Disclosed to Him by Man They Ap- 
proached, 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 11.—[Spe-ia:.]—Gov.- 
elect Hoke Smith today exposed a plot of 
New York cotton speculators to infect the 
cotton flelds in Georgia and the Carolinas 
with the boll weevil for the purpose of cutting 
future crops short and enabling the specu- 
lators to win a fortune by going “ long.”’ of 
the cotton market, 

Two men, according to Mr. Smith's inform- 
ant, are headed for Georgia and the Caro- 


1 linas with thousands of weevils, planning to 


turn them. loose in the cotton raising sec- 
tions as soon as cotton has begun to bloom. 
One of the men comes from Texas, it is said, 
while the other is thought to be a native of 
Chicago. 

To a reputable business man of New Or- 
leans one of the men outlined his plan and 
in support of his story showed a box contain- 
ing several thousand weevils. / 

The plotters, according to the business 
man’s story, expect to speculate in cotton 
futures. In order to produce a bull tendency 
in the market, they are planning to turn loose 
weevils at different points in Georgia and 
South Carolina, believing that reports that 
weevils have been found In these sections 
will raise the price of cotton. The plotters 
are to buy futures before the announcement 
is made and thus profit by the rise. 

The New Orleans cotton factor notified Mr. 
Smith by letter of the plot and today visited 
the Georgia executive and gave further de- 
talls of the conspiracy. Smith is pledged for 
the present to withhold his informant's name. 
but he considers the information thoroughly 
reliable. 

Mr. Smith thinks the publication of the 
plot will probably prevent the plotters carry- 
ing out the scheme. However, he feels that 
a warning should be sent t» the farmers in 
every section so that they may be on their 
guard should suspicious strangers make their 
appearance.

New York Magistrate Holds Wil- 
lis V. Cole Violator of Law. 


SAYS LICENSE IS NEEDED. 


Finds Prayer Treatment Is Pretense 
at Medical Practice. 


New York, Feb. 11.—{Special. }]—Willis Ver- 
non Cole, a Christian Sclence healer with 
elaborately appointed rooms at 225 Fifth 
avenue, must face a trial upon the complaint 
of the County Medical society that he has 
practiced medicine ‘without a license. 

Magistrate Freschi decided in the Tombs 
tourt today that a prima facie case had 
been made out against Cole. The court denied 
the contention of Former District Attorney 
Jerome, Cole’s counsel, that it was an inva- 
sion of the healer’s constitutional rights to 
interfere with the practice of his religion. 

The magistrate held that healing the sick 
by prayer and recitation of religious formula 
is not the practice of religion but pretense 
at medical practice as defined by the statute. 


Finds State Law Violated. 

*“Y am of the opinion,” wrote Magistrate 
Freschi in his twenty page decision, “ that 
the practice of the treatment of sickness and 
disease by inaudible prayer as taught in 
the book of Mrs. Eddy entitled “‘ Science and 
Health ”’ violates the law of the state. The 
church and state must be independent. In- 
violability of freedom of religious profession 
and worship must in nowise impair or men- 
ace the safety of the state or the security of 
the people in their health. 

* Public health i# a legisiative expression, 
enacted for the preservation of the health 
and safety of the people. The law unequivo- 
cally prescribes the qualifications of those 
who seek privileges or franchises. Its viola- 
tion is made a misdemeanor and ig punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment. Christian 
Scientists have a right to believe they can 
heal by prayer, but I am of the opinion that 
if one carries and puts that belief into prac- 
tice for hire and solicits patients by adver- 
tiserments he exceeds his rights as an indi- 
vidual and comes directly within the prohi- 
bition contained in article 8 of the constitu- 
tion of the state of New York.’” 


_ Science Leader Issues Statement. 

Eugene R. Cox of: the Christian Science 
publications committee, speaking for Chris- 
tian Science practitioners in the city, said 
tonight that in view of the constitutional 
guarantee of religious Mberty, Christian 
Scientists were not perturbed over the de- 
velopments in the Cole case today. He 
added that Christian Scientists would fight 
the matter to the highest-courts and were 
confident of winning.

CALLED BY DEATH 


Prelate Succumbs at His Res- 
idence in Philadelphia 
After Long Illness. 


OHURCH CAREER NOTABLE 


Born in Ireland; Came to America 
in 1852, and Located in 
St. Louis. © 


Patrick John Ryan, D. D., LL D., archbishop 
of Philadelphia and metropolitan of Pennsy!l- 
vania, and one of the greatest archbishops on 
the American continent, died this afternoon 
at the archepiscopal residence. 

For weeks the distinguished prelate, who 
would have been 80 years old had he lived 
until the twentieth of this month, fought off 
death, but a weak heart, enfeebled by the 
arduous duties of his- high office, could not 
stand the etrain, and he passed away breath- 
ing the benediction “ God bless you’’ upon 
those who stood about the bedside. 


Relatives at Death Bed. 

Those about the bedside when the end came 
besides the prieste and Dr. Devereaux, were 
his sister-in-law, Mrs. Gleason of St. Louis; 
Ashton Devereaux of-this city, a nephew, and 
the latter’s wife; Mrs. Edward Bowen, one of 
his. sisters, and feveral intimate friends. 

The funeral will be held on Thursday and it 
is expected that it will be attended by prac- 
tically all the prominent clergy in the Amer- 
ican hierarchy who can reach Philadelphia in 
time. The body will lie in state at the cathe- 
dra} and will be entombed back of the altar 
of the church. 

Until a successor to Archbishop Ryan is 
appointed, which will not be for some time, 
the Rt. Rev. Edmond F.. Prendergast, D. D. 
V. G., titular bishop of Scilio and auxiliary 
bishop of Philadelphia, becomes adminis- 
trator of the archdiocese. 


Born in County Tipperary. 

Archbishop Ryan was born in the littletown 
of Cloneyharp, near=®hurles, in the County 
Tipperary of Ireland. As a child he was 
deeply religioys and was in love with the 
mysterious and beautiful rites of the religion 
of his fathers. 

His boyhood and youth were spent among 
his books and in the open, pure air of the 
country. The one gave him the basis of his 
erudite mind; the other the foundation of 
rugged health. 

As he, reached his majority he finished a 
seminary course and was ordained a deacon. 
It was then that he conceived the ambition to 
come to Ameriva as a missionary. He sailed 
in 1852, and on lahding at once set outfor St. 
Louis, which was at that time the leading 
city of the west. 

During the civil war Father Ryan'/acted as 
chaplain to the military prison and hospital 
in Gratiot street in St. Louis. In November, 
1883, he was called to Rome by the pope, who 
created him archbishop, with the title of Sala- 
mina, this being the first step of his removal 
from St. Louis to Philadelphia. He was so 
removed in 1884 to succeed Archbishop Wood. , 

He was appointed a member of the United 
States Indian commission by President 
Roosevelt in 1902 and was the first Catholic 
to sit in the councils of that body. 


A. C. FIELDS DIES SUDDENLY 
IN ATLANTIC CITY HOTEL. 


Insurance Man Who Had Charge of 
“Yellow. Dog” Fund Closes Life at 


Seaside Resort. 


New York, Feb. 11.—Andrew C. Fields, a 
prominent New York insurance man, died 
suddenly im Atlantic City at midnight last 
night. He was seized with acute indigestion 
and was dead why physicians arrived. 

Mr. Fields’ prominence in insurance affairs 
was little realized until the disclosures of the 
Armstrong, investigating committee in 1906 
put him under the spot light of publicitiy. Ae 
head of the supply department of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company, it was alleged that 
he had charge of the “ yellow dog” fund, 
which was used to influence legislation all 
over the country. 

When the investigation became deep Fields 
disappeared in the west, but later came back 
as a witness. 

“For many years,” said the Armstrong 
committee, in a report, “‘ the company main- 
tained under Fields’ care a ‘ house of mirth’ 
at Albany and through him and his agents a 
close watch was kept on the proceedings of 
the legislature. By arrangement with a 
printing and stationery company hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were diverted by means 
of padded bille under Fields’ administration 
of the supply department and used for legis- 
lative influence.” 

The Mutual began suit for the recovery of 
nearly $2,000,000 alleged to have been di- 
verted by Fields, but the suit was never 


pressed.

Charges made by the Chiperfield legislative 
committee that the commissioners of Lincoin 
park have given away valuable lake front 
lands belonging to the state were answered 
yesterday by Bryan Lathrop, vice president | 
of the commission, in a letter eddressed to 
the legislative committee. 

He declared the commissioners had made 
eminently wise and proper use of the sub- 
merged lands for a great public benefit in 
the creation of extensions of park property. 

Especial defense is made of the agreement 
with the riparian owners that tn returp for 
guitclaim deeds to the riparian rights they 
should be permitted to extend their property 
lines on an average of 100 feet into the lake, 
with approval of the courta 


Cites Errors in Report. 

Mr. Lathrop says the committee’s report 
as published contains some errors, which he 
names, withe the following comment: 

“The price of $2,000,000 was asked for 
twenty-two acres of shore land, and not four~- 
teen acres, as stated. 

_ “ The strip of 100 feet gave the shore own- 
ers about 1,950 feet of actual frontage and 
contains a little less than four and one-half 
acres, and not, as stated in the report, il 
acres. 

“In the report the estimated value of this 
strip ie $1,500,000. The fact is that the orig- 
nal tract of twent-two acres, with the addi- 
tion of the 100 foot strip, has recently been 
offered to the commissioners for $1,750,000, 
so that it is evident that the 100 foot strip 
ie worth only a fraction of the value esti- 
mated in the report. 

“The shore owners did not adopt the plan 
of settlement enthusiastically or quickly. 
- On the contrary, the committee of the park 
commissioners labored with them for about 
@ year to induce them to adopt it.”’ 

Power Given by Legislature. 

The reason for the nNparian settlement 
made by the commissioners is stated in the 
letter ae follows: 

“ By an act of the legislature the commis- 
sioners were authorized to make additions to 
Lincoln perk by erecting breakwaters and 
filling in the submerged land, but before 
doing so they were required to acquire by 

or condemnation the riparian rights 
of the shore owners. Subsequently the leg- 

{slature passed an act authorising the com- 

missioners to issue bonds for $1,000,000 to 

provide for an eddition to the park extending 
one mile north of Diversey avenue. 

“Tt wae estimated that this sum would at 
least do the rough work of theextension. On 
making carefu} soundings it was found the 
extension would require a fil} of nearly 3,000,- 
000 cuble yards, and the lowest estimate 
which we received from dredging firms was 
28 cents a cybic yard, which would have 
made the cost over $750,000 for the filling 
alone. It was evident that the project for 
this extension would be made impracticable 
tf out of this emall appropriation for so 
great a work any considerable amount were 
taken to pay for the riparian rights. 


Advised by Able Lawyers. 

“Tt seemed evident to the commissioners 
that it was im the interest of the park, and 
therefore of the people of the etate, to secure 
the riparian rights by conceding to the own- 
ere & small strip of the submerged lands to | 
‘make it possible to extend the park by con- 
serving the entire fund for this purpose. 

“Bome of the ablest lawyers of Chicago 
were of the opinion that the act of the legis- 
_}ature for establishing the Mne between the 
lands of the park and of the shore owners 
was valid and gave the commissioners the 
right to make use of the submerged lande for 
- this public benefit. 

“TI am not only willing to accept the re- 
‘sponsibility for this settlement but I am 
proud of it, and. am willing to stake my repu- 
tation as a man and as a business man on 
the wisdom and justice of the arrangement. 
The strip given averaged almost 100 feet wide, 
but. north of Belmont avenue no buildings 
can be erected on the east twenty-five feet of 
this strip, so that on the greater part of the 
shore the strip given for building purposes is 
only seventy-five feet in width. 


: Says People Have Profited. 

“in giving this strip 100 feet in width the 
state bas lost nothing and the park has lost | 
nothing, since the addition to the park is 
just as wide now as it was proposed to make 
it, merely having been carried 100 feet rurtHer 
into Lake Michigan. 

* It has been the policy of the commission- 
ers to acquire on substantially the same 
terms the riparian rights all the way to 
Devon avenue, the north line of their juris- 
diction, on the theory that if the settlement 
fa, as the commissioners believe, one witch 
ig eminentiy favorable to the people, the 
sooner it is made the better, since the build 
ing of fine places along the lake shore wil!

Series of Great Warehouses.

and Forty-+fifth streets, and the project is 
said to contemplate the erection on this site 
of a series of great warehouses and exchange 
buildings and the construction of tracks suffi- 
Gient to accommodate 2,000 to 8,000 cars. 

It is primarily a wholesale proposition. 
there being no intention, it is declared, of 
attempting to move the retai} produce busi- 
ness from South Water street, but the ne- 
cessity of some such central market as is 
proposed is a matter which.haes been a sub- 
ject of earnest consideration for two or three 


years among the leading South Water street 


dealers. Under present conditions merchants 
have been laboring under heavy handicaps 
by reason of the fact that they are compelled 
to handle thefr produce from about fifteen

South Water Street Handicap. 

Much delay is algo experienced owing to the 
congestion in South Water street, which 
steadily is becoming more aggravated and 
which is certain to increase. ‘There also is the 
handicap of steadily adv rents in old 
buildings, which are becoming inadequate to 
the needs of the business. | .f 

Not only will the retail trade be benefited 
but much wholesale outside business, which 
naturally belongs to the city and which has 
been lost because of inadequate facilities in 
this respect, will be regained and greatly add- 
ed to because of the cheaper and more expe- 
ditious service which will be furnished. 

New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and 
other large cities have these central markets 
and have profited by them, and Chicago, by 
reason of the fine service which it will enjoy 
from the Chicago Junction railway, should 
have the best of facilities. 

As the result of the meeting last Tuesday 
evening the project has a good look, and the 
Bowes Realty company is understood to be 
acquiring options for the necessary land. 

: New Retail Market Also? 

While the project is essentially of a whole- 
gale character, it fs said that extensive re- 
tell markets will also probably be estab- 
iiehed. to serve the southwest part of the 
city.

TURKISH OUTLOOK 
WORRIES EUROPE 


General Lack of Confidence Is 
Felt in Stability of New 
Government. — 


HEAR OF NEW ATROCITIES 


Yemen Rebellion Endangers 
Mecca and Future of the 
Sultan's Realm. 


[BY CABLE TO TH® CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Feb. 11—There is no doubt the 
situation in Turkey now ie one of extreme 
gravity. The country is the pivot on which 
southeastern Europe revolves in a condition 
of relative stability. 

The existence of apprehension as regards 
Turkey is caused by the lack of confidence 
in the stability and wisdom of her new gov- 
ernment. 

Lord Lansdowne in the houee of lords on 
Mondey in calling the government’s ‘atten- 
tion to atrocities perpetrated in the course 
of disarmament operations in Macedonia 
spoke of his belief in Turkish constitutional- 
ism as having been shattered. 

Loré Crewe in replying said Lord Grey 
would watch the reports most carefully and 
expressed the hope the Turkish government 
would recognize ite responsibility for the fair 
treatment of all races and creeds. 

The Turkish foreign minister at Constan- 
tinople has declared this made a bad im- 
pression on his government. A part of the 
Turkish press heatedly protests against Eng- 
land seeking to interfere in Turkey's internal 
affairs, but the situation certainly is pre- 
carious at severa!] points in Puropean Turkey 
and critical at one point in Aetatic Turkey. 


Equal Worst Days Under Abdul Hamid. 

The proceedings of the Young Turk armies 
in Macedonia and Albania in the last year 
equaled anything that disgraced the blackest 
days of Abdul Hamid’s régime. 

Thousands have been flogged and bas- 
tinadoed and some beaten to death Hun- 
drede who survive are crippled for life. 

This has created among most of the Bul- 
gars and Greeks and universally among the 
Albanians an almost desperate state of mind 
and thirst for revenge. However, If the 
Turkish arms are uniformly successful in 
Asia Minor and Arabia, the probability of 
a serious outbreak in the near future will be 
lessened. 

The rising in Yemen threatens the ex- 
istence of the Young Turks. Hodeida, Tur- 
key’s chief base against the rebels, is be- 
sieged. Some reports put the Arab army as 
high as 50,000. 

Sanaa, the capital of Yemen, also ie be- 
sieged. The province of Assyr, between 
Yemen and Hedjaz, also is in revolt under 


Said Idris, a new mahdi, who is codperating 


with Iman, Yahya. 


Mecca Is in Danger. 

If the revolt should be successful Mecca 
might pass, at least temporarily, out of the 
possession of Turkey, and no vestige of 
prestige remain to the Young Turks through- 
out the Moslem world. 

It is believed here the Young Turks will 
weather the storm in Yemen, and conse- 
quently at home, but a different opinion pre- 
vails elsewhere. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent writes that 
Russia’s agents in Constantinople furnish 
definite information of a startling situation, 
and all seriqus diplomatic business existing 
with the Turkish authorities is In abeyance. 

No correspondents have Been allowed to go 
to Yemen, but it ie known the Turkish mil- 
itary position there is hopeless, while in the 
extreme north of the Ottoman empire the 
situation is critical. 


ROMANS RIDICULE ATTEMPT 
TO REVIVE CRETAN QUESTION. 


Doubtful, Say Diplomats, if the Island- 
ers Themselves Would Want Annexa- 
tion to Greece. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Feb. 11.—The attempt made in 
certain quarters to revive the Cretan ques- 
tion in order to obtain the annexation 
of the island to Greece is ridiculed tn respon- 
sible diplomatic and political circles here. 

Confidentially it is even said it is doubtful 
if the Cretans, left to themselves, would 
abandon their present condition of almost 
complete independence, being only nominally 
under the sovereignty of Turkey,, not paying 
taxes and not having conscription, to joir 
their fatherland, which would impose all of 
those burdens upon them. 

The argument brought forward by those 
who urge annexation is that a majority of 
the islanders, being Greek, should not be 
ruled by Mussulmans, but even leaving aside 
the fact that, as said, Turkish rule in Crete 
can scarcely be called nominal, if such argu- 


ment should become the accepted Principle 


England should give Cyprus to Greece, Malta 
to Italy, and Gibraker to Spain. 

Besides the young Turks who rule at Con- 
stantinople are determined to fight if nec-

Chief Justice Cockburn protested 
against placing on the judicial shoulders work 
so closely allied to party politics, but his pre- 
diction that sooner or later distrust of a ju- 
dictal decision would ensue has not proved 
correct, even suspicions of the kind being ex- 
tremely rare. 

On every hand it is admitted that Grantham 
made a- mistake in reopening the question. 
The Conservative Times points out that 
Grantham recognizes there is a tradition 
according to which judges do not contradict

Paris Scientist Says Europe Is 
Safe from Dread Disease. 


DEATHS ARE SAFEGUARD. 


Mortality in Manchuria Assures Stay 
in Advance. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PARIS, Feb. 11—Dr. Burnet of the fac- 
ulty of the University of Paris, who has made 
a special study of the black plague, says the 
ecole means of preventing its spread from 
Manchuria into Europe is by isolation. 

Prof. Metchnikoff of the Pasteur institute 
ig of the same opinion, and by showing the 
possibility of successfully isolating the 
Plague has succeeded in reassuring the 
French public, which has been watching the 
alarming reports from eastern Asia with 
considerable apprehension. 

He adds even that the frightful mortality 
in Manchuria, in fact, is a safeguard for 
Europe, for the reason the plague ceases to 
advance only when it ceases to find material 
to prey on within its immediate reach. 

Dr. Burnet says on this head that the 
greater the number of sudden deaths from 
the plague, smaller will be the number of per- 
ambulating victims of the plague, and it is 
from these that the world at large hag the 
most to fear. The task of the European phy- 
siclans in Manchuria who are fighting the 
plague is more sanitary than medical, con- 
cludes Dr. Burnet. 

Europe, he says, will not be infected unless 
it is done almost purposely. The character 
of the plague, together with modern sanitary 
organizations, protects Europeans,

LUNDON, Feb. 11.—if the future course of 

the present historic parliament follows the

The triumph of both sections was crushing 
in the first debate initiated by the Tories 
over the alleged scandalous interference Dy 
an irish priest with a husband and wife in 
Belfast, one a Catholic and the other a Pres 
byterian. Sor weeks ali of the Knglish ana 
irish Tory presse and platforms have been 
ringing with the pathetic story of a happy 
couple separated and their children kid- 
naped by an intolerant irish priest in obedi- 
ence to the papal bull against mixed mar- 
riages. ’ 

The campaign was intended to rouse the 
alarms of the irish Protestants against home 
rule, and by an appeal to the English “ no 
popery’”’ prejudice to supply the strongest 
proof that home rule meant home ruin, 


Attack by James Campbell. 

Correspondence by the yard helped to fan 
the fame, and even the stoutest Nationalists 
looked forward te such a campaign with ap- 
prehension, knowing the intensity of reli- 
gious prejudice to which such a case makes 
an effective appeal. 

These apprehensions were increased when 
Jamée Campbell, formerly Irish Tory attor- 
ney general and an adroit and coldblooded 
advocate, opened the case in the house of 
commons with a statement which apparently 
was the simple ingenuous wall of a good wife 
and a good mother separated from @e good 
husband by a foul mouthed priest. 

The Nationglists looked uneasy and even 
the strong Libera} home rulers sat in pained 
silence, and Joseph Devlin, who, though one 
of the bravest of men, is incurably nervous 
and self-distrustful, was almost forced by his 
comrades to speak. 


Devlin Breaks Down Argument. 

Five mintités after he rose the house pre- 
sented an appearance of the wildest excite- 
ment, ghouts of laughter followed a burst of 
wild cheers and the triumphant faces on 
the Irish and Liberal benches now contrasted 
with their previous gravelike silence. 

He baffied, bewildered, and crushed the 
Tories and from that moment the wholeelab- 
orate structure of mendacity and appeal to 
religious bigotry existed no more. 

The scene was similar to that which took 
place Thursday night, during the debate on 
the reciprocity agreement between Canace 
and the United States. Austen Chamberlaim 
opened the Tory attack with a clever speech, 
creating immense excitement and surprise 
by quoting an alleged statement of Wilfrid 
Laurier, Canadian premier, to the e that 
if the elections went in favor of the Tories 
and Protectionists in England, reciprocity 
with America became impossible. 


Asquith Routs the Opposition. 

Asquith created an even greater excitement 
by the revelation that the alleged quotation 
could not be found on the official Canadiaa 
report of parilamentary debates and then 
Asquith proceeded in the searching analysis 
of the whole case against reciprocity with the 
terrific force of a great pile driver. 

Asquith proceeded until, as in the Irish 
case, the whole elaborate fabric built up by 
Chamberlain seven years ago lay in hope- 
less ruins. Asquith himself described the de- 
bate as the obsequies of tariff reform and 
Asquith might be described as the merciless 
executioner. ; 

The final effect of these two mighty vic- 
tories is that the Liberals, who began the 
session in good spirits now are in excellent, 
while the Tories, who started sadly, are 
now hopeless, and chaos reigns over their 
inner counsels and public speeches. 


Home Rule Debate Soon.

It began with surmises upon thet subject 
which only was: new when Cain sent Abel's 
soul “ out Into the invisible” and then won- 
dered why it did not return to him “ the after 
life to epell,’’ and it ended in ihe wish that I 
would have a “ weepy"’ time that evening. 

In between there were all sorts of little 
digressions into the field of letters, the sci- 
ence of psychology, the art of acting, the 
far reaching qualities of love, ahd the amen- 
ities of interviewing. 

It was a4 triangular sort Of an interview 
in which the author, the actor, and the 
woman of no importance took turns in aek- 
ing and answering questions, but, notwith- 
standing the fact that the “ inventor of at- 
mosphere "’ as applied to the stage, was cne 
of the men interviewed, it is 'mpossibie to 
transfer that atmosphere perveded with fas- 


cinating personality to the printed pzges of 


a newspaper. 

As I entered the room David -Belasco 
ahd David Warfield seemed to have only 
two things in.common—gray hair and but- 
toned boote, and as they seated me before 
them even there became distinotly different. 

Every one who has read the papers or mag- 
azines knows the wonderful way in which 
Mr. Belasco’s white hair halos his splendid 
head. Mr. Warfielé has nosuch glory. His 
silvered locks are of the conventional kind 
that might belong to pa, or Uncle Jim, or 
any other dear good man we see every day. 
During the entire time that I was in the 
room the feet of Mr. Belasco were placed at 
graceful angle on the floor and there they 
quietly remained, speaking quite as eloquent- 
ly of their owner’s poise as did his exquis- 
itely modulated voice. The feet of Mr. War- 
field sometimes were under him as he lounged 
in the big chair—sometimes hung over its 
arms—sometimes crossed and sometimes 
they werd tapping the floor impatiently. 
Afterward, when I saw “ The Return of 
Peter Grimm,” I realized how hard it must 
be for the actor to stand so long motion- 
leas a# he does in'that play.

To hear David Belasco, with his peculiarly 
dark eyes seeming to look through you, speak 
of the belief in a guardian angel, seemed 
perfectiy natural. His attitude of mys- 
ticiam and his formal dress of clerical black 
prepared ‘you for it, but when David War- 
field, @ nérvous man in business suit with 
@ gray and white wide striped waistcoat and 
purple tie, declared his belief in the ability 
of spirits to come back, it seemed slightly 
incongruous—as if your broker had suddenly 
begun to quote poetry while accepting your 
order to buy May wheat short. 

“Certainly I bélievé that we are’ just on 
the point of solving many wonderful 
psychological questions, and particularly

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The situation in Honduras emphasizes 
once again the duty of the United States 
to extend over the isthmian nations « 
more definite and continuous surveillance 
than we have been willing as yet to exer- 
cise. . 

To eay this is neither to disparage the 
high minded and considerate restraint of 
our government in the past, nor to counsel 
for the future any departure from the 
essential spirit which has animated our 
policy of state in this region. 

The present revolution in Honduras is 
only the most recent of the events in 
Central America that prove the necessity 
of a more aggressive policy there. PDver 
since the independence of the five isth- 
mian states was declared in 1821, the 
good offices or active aid of the United 
States from time to time has been asked. 
Once, at least, one of the states—Salva- 
dor—formally attempted to place itself 
under the protection of the United States. 
The protéettorate was not accepted, yet 
during the ninety years which have passed 
since then we have been constantly sp- 
pealed to and frequently have given coun- 
sel and diplomatic assistance. , 

The most important of these acts of 
amity resulted in the Washington con- 
ventions of 1907, eight treaties, .the ex- 
pressed aim of which is “to prepare for 
the fusion of the Central American peo- 
ples into one single nationality.” 

Today, four years after the adoption of 
the Washington conventions, we find Hon- 
duras undergoing another attack of that 
disease of revolution which has wasted 
the isthmian states like a fever for nearly 
a century. The revolution breaks out just 
as Honduras is on the threshold of a new 
economic and financial era. It is financed 
largely from the .United States, if report 
be credible. The revolutionary forces are 
led by an American soldier of fortune 
who can make no fair claim to an altrnu- 
istic motiye. He invades Honduras from 
across the border of a nominally friendly 
state. He is reinforced by an armed ves- 
sel which came from the United States. 

For years this sort of thing has been 
going on in Central America, and it ‘s 
time to make an end of the farce. If the 
Washington conventions are to be taken 
for more than academic utterances, if 
they express a real intention “to prepare 


| for the fusion of the Central American

policy must be extended and a system of 
effectual intervention must be established. 
It is necessary for us to. take more 
drastic measures against filibustering and 
financing revolutions from within our bor- 
ders. That sort of speculation in blood 
and the exploitation. of peoples is crim- 
inal and should be stopped by persistent 
vigilance and yigorous prosecution. 
Besides this, interisthmian neutrality 
should be enforced. The internecine plot- 
ting of political irrespontsibles should be 


these wretched states a period of peace 
we should assume a protectorate as ysoon 
as it it possible. 

The Washington conventions were 
hailed as harbingers eventual unity 
and progress. But there are no signs 
today that any such tendency exists. The 
fact is that the politicians and generais 
have no conception of duty to establish 
sound goyernment, equity, and peace. 
And the oppressed people have not keen 
able to free themselves from their leaders 
who prey upon them. 

For the sake of the Central American 
peoples aflirmafive aid should be given, 
It is feared that American finance wil! be 
permitted to exploit these states under 
cover.of a benevolent iutervention. It 
might be argued that almost any means 
by which peace could be brought about 
would be preferred to present methods of 
exploitation. But it is fairer to say that 
Americn is capable of formulating and 
maintaining a disinterested policy which 
should guard the isthmian peoples not 
only from the anarchism of their own 
despots but from the heavy hand of selfish 
alien éxploitation. : 

Central America needs peace first of all. 
Next it needs responsible government in 
the interest of the people as a whole. 
Finally, it needs capital-and energetic de- 
velopment, properly directed and safe 
guarded, so that its chief benefits shal]

No such | exchanges are. dikely to take 
place across other national borders, and if 
this incident is authentic, it makes a very 
gratifying comméntary upon the official ap-

There is plenty of anti-foreign feeling in 
Mexico and anti-Mexican prejudice along 
our border. But a wise and firm national 
policy will insure that these wil) never find 
an expression in the shedding of neighborly 
blood. 

ENDOWED THEATER EXPERIMENTS. 

Just what has happened to New York’s 
“New Theater” project and how it hap- 
pened has not been made clear to the public. 
But it is now evident that one season has 
been enough to leave that brave craft badly 
damaged, if not in a sinking condition. The 
wildest rumors are afloat as to the possi- 
bilities of its being boarded and remanned by 
one hardy captain or another among the 
merely commercial adventurérs of the rough 
theatrical seas. But a capture is not re- 


ported. 
Yet, to judge from an editorial in the New 


York World, the New Theater building is | 


to be abandoned to the uses for which it is 
best fitted—opera or spectacle. The World 
at the same time suggests that the New The- 
ater project may then proceed under less 
expensive conditions to accomplish its sup- 
posed central object of encouraging the na- 
tive drama proper. . 

As a matter of fact the project began 
with a fatal compromiise. In order to entice 
monetary support an opera house was built 
to house a theater whose purpose was the 
adequate presentation of contemporary 
drama. Doubtless to the projectors their rea- 
soning was plausible. To wring an endow- 
ment from the New York plutocracy if was 
necessary to offer compensation for the 
“tired business man ” and the display lov- 


ing woman. 
Apparently the plan didn’t work, and it is 


"well that its failure was promptly realized. 


‘in 


A lesson, it is to be hoped. has been learned 
—a lesson in compromise. It is foolish to 
try to bribe the philistine. It is far better 
to try for the sincere support of a modest 
but consistent and sincere undertaking. 

The sort of play that most needs foster- 
ing is one that makes a frank and courageous 
comment upon life, But no one wants the 
truth after champagne and canvasback, and 
few at the end of a New York day want the 
trouble of thinking. 

There. are a few, nevertheless, who get 
entertainment in the best sense of the word 
from the art of drama as distinguished from 
“shows.” Probably in and around New 
York there are enough of them to support 
a small theater given to real plays and real 
acting. That is, there are enough if among 
them are a few cultivated people of wool 
to pay a considerable deficit. 

It will be a great pity if the New theater 
project is not‘able to proceed on these lines, 
not only because our dramatic affairs. need 
it but also because it would be shameful if 
a community like New York, where 
wealth is enormous and widespreag* and 


| where our civilization ought to be advanced, 


there eannot be found adequate suppert for 
such an institution. 
In Chicago a similar experiment failed. 


' But Chicago has no such wealth at its com- 


mand as New York. And, besides, it is by 
no yneans certain that a new experiment, 


'taking advantage of the mistakes of the 
| former, might not succeed. 3

- Emotions interfere with judgment when 
Lincoln’s words are considered, but it ‘s 
hardly possible to follow Mr. Perry to the 
conclusion that “Abraham Lincoln, in 
addition to all his. other greatness of 
heart, and soul, and mind, was one of the 
world’s great poets.” A poet cannot be 
unconscious of form. In thought, imagi- 
nation, and spirit there may be the ele- 
ments or essentials of poetry, but lacking 
form there ie none. That Lincoln ap- 
proached the form unconsciously is one of 
the possibilities of truly great prose.

It may be rated equal with 
poetry, but except as it chances to be

So great was the sensation created by this 
and other remarks of ap analogous order all

be codperating with that of Germany under 


the orders of thé kaiser in the event of the 
latter's war with France, tht the Paris gov- 
ernment felt itself compelled to address 
strongly worded inquiries to the Brussels 
cabinet.

The latter, deeply concerned, promptly dis- 
marks, and the interpretation placed there- 
on, denying that any agreement of any kind, 
secret or otherwise, existed between Bel- 
gium and Germany, pointing out, moreover, 
that the Belgian government alone had the 
right to conclude alliances and treaties with 
foreign powers, which were subject to par- 
Hamentary ratification, and that any private 
arrangement thet King Leopold might have 
made, admitting that he had done so, woula 
have no binding force on the Belgian govern- 
ment, which was imbued with the friendilest 
sentiments toward France. 

This announcement, which was in 60 many 
words a repudiation by the Belgian govern- 
ment of King Leopold, received widespread 


ment and the approval of the entire Meigian 
people and caused Leopold to become so 
angry that he was on the point of abdication. 

His agreement with the kaiser, which he 
had so indiscreetly revealed, and which is 
known to have existed, placing his troops and

After the repudiation by the Belgian gov- 
ernment of any secret arrangements which 
its king might have made with the kaiser 


excited the utmost horror and execration 
throughout the length and breadth of Ger- 
many. From that moment forth the em- 
peror had no more use for Leopold and joined 
in the boycott to which that monarch was 
subjected by hig brother sovereigns of Hu- 
rope. 

The kafserin in particular entertained the 
most intense aversion to him, and some years 
later, when the newspapers took upon them- 
selves to announce that the emperor and em- 
press would visit Brussels on their way back 
to Berlin from a stay at Windeor, the kaiser 
caused an official communication to be pub- 
Hshed in the Official Gazette at Beriin deny- 
ing in a manner most insulting to King: Leo- 
pold that he had ever had any idea what- 
soever of paying a visit to the court of Brus- 
sels then or at any other time.

That kings are no longer free to dispose 
their troops and of the military and naval bog 
sources of their country according to their 
caprice, as in olden times, was thus shown 
not only in the case of King Leopold's secret 
convention with the kaiser but also in 1870 
at The Hague rae the Franco-German 
war. 

At the outset a the conflict King Wi! 
Holland, who always hated Selibanduane 
because his first wife, whom he disliked, wae 
50 warm a friend of Napoleon LJ. and of 
Empress Eugénie—announced his intention 
of joining in the fray on the side of Ger- 
many. Popular feeling in Holland, however 
was in favor of neutrality and strongly op- 
posed to any participation in the war. But so 
ungovernable and violent was the temper of 
the king that no one, not even his ministers, 
would venture to point out to him the danger 
of his projected course. At length an old 
privy councilor named Thorbecke, who had 
held the premiership on severa! occasions 
and who was a special object of detestation to 
the late king, undertook the task. Un per- 
ceiving him the monarch biurted out, rough- 
ly, and without rising: 

“ Good morning, .good morning. What do 
you want? ‘What's the news?’ 

‘“* Nothing in particular, your majesty, only

with great Nature’s self. 

The old distinction between happiness a 
joy ie in point. Happiness just “ heppens ”’ 
that is, comes now and then, and by chance: 
joy, however, is in the nature of things; it 
is the condition of spirit arising from being 
in harmony with the universe, 

No class of people will you find more 
wretched than those whose pleasure con 
siste in novelty, such aes among gamblers, 
the “smart set,’’ and all who are oon- 
tinually buying new gowns, new automo- 
Diles, new houses and securing new wives. 

They have fun, but ft is In rare oases dot- 
ting desert wastes. All eristocracies and 
plutocracies who havé no work to make 
them heppy, float as @ green scum upon 
the vast, sweet, healthy pool of humanity: 


they are an exanthematous excretion upon 
the surface of the huge, sound body of the 
race, which is made up of chiliren and let- 
ter carriers, bricklayere and scientists, type- 
writer girls and grocers, tinkers, tailors, and 
candlestick makers. 

How carefully wrong we have ell been 
trained! Success we imagine to consist in 
escaping from those who work for a living 
to sit among thowe who work only wher 
they please.

Sembrich hae 
tod oftefr recounted his praise of Sylvia's 
charms to leave room for doubt as to the ef- 
fectiveness of one popular Schubert song to 
an original English text. But it may not be 
amiss to reprint a.verse. In a recent edi- 
torial the St. Louis Republic points out that 
there are sixteen long vowels and nire short 
ones in the folowing eminently singable 
lines: 

** Who ts Sytvia? What is she, 

That all our swains commend her? 
Holy, fair, and wise is she; 

The heaven such grace did lend her, 
‘That she might admired be.”’ 

There are American composers who 
are creating worthy settings of. the many 
similar masterpieces of English verse. One 
need not go out of Chicégo to find several 
Kleanor Everest Freer lias written a cycle 
that embraces all the Portuguese sonnets of 
Elizabeth Browning and has discovered sev- 
eral forgotten poets of an earlier era.

HICAGO has become the center of what 
is destined to be the greaiest church 
extension movement in the history of 
modern Roman Catholic church pro- 
gressiveness.

of America, with the appointment of thé 
Very Rev. Dr. Kelly, whose offices are in 
the McCormick building, as the executive sec- 
retary. 

This organization is headed by the Rt. Rev. 
Archbishop Quigley, and has for its purposes 
the extension of the Roman Catholic church 
into every state, city, and hamiet in America 
where the wisdom of the church leaders de- 
cides that there is need for the church's min- 
istration. 

The churchmen of the United States in the 
Roman Catholic as well as the Protestant 
churchee are not aware of the great advance- 
ment which is made by such an organization, 
even though they live in the city where the 
mationa! headquarters are located. A Roman 
Catholic clergyman from [Illinois who was 
touring Purepe recently had frequent occa- 
sion to meet distingtlehéd ecclesiastics of 
his church, especially in Germany. To his 
astonishment he found one and all deeply 
interested in’ the methods’ and plans of the 
Roman Catholic chufch ta America. He 
was obliged to-answer many questions con- 
cerning both. But what astonished the Iili- 
nois clergyman most was the deep interest 
these ecclesiastics took in a religious move- 
ment, centering in’‘Chicago, to which he, him- 
self, had given but little attention and had 
but imperfectly etudied and understood. 


“I had to go to Germany to realize,” he 
eaid, “the greatness ahd wigespread im- 
portance of 9 work right under nty own ees 
here in Chicago.” He found cardinals, arch- 
bishops, bigshaps, ag well as priests and lay- 
men, filled with interest, ané most anxious to 
get all the information they could about It. 

One of the causes for wonder ip Europe 
over the Chicago organization Is,’ perhaps, 
its present powers for good notwithstanding 
ite emall beginning. While there have been 
188 Roman Catholic churches organized in 
Chicago within the last fifty years, the 
Chureh Extension society, which haz for its 
field the entire country, has only been or- 
ganized for five years, and wes merely a 
private society until recently. The church 
in many so-called Roman Catholic countries 
‘was supposed to be fully organized, and there- 
fore wag the main reMance-fer missiongry 
eid.

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HE history of the Chrysolite club is one 
of the most fnteresting of the many 
organizations’ of club women in the 
city.- It had its inception in 1897; when 
a group of earnest women desirous ‘of 

contributing their.share toward bettering the 
conditiozs of th<fr less fortunate sistets were 
sitting on the porch of the Hotel Del Prado 
“one afternoon idling away the time with bite 
of fancy work.- Mre. James L. Bigelow re 
marked ih the course of conversation: ‘It 
seems to me there should be something better 
for us to do these beautiful afternoons than 
mere fancy work. Why couldnt we sew on 
something really worth whtle Instead of em- 
broldéring sofa pillows and making drawn 
work?” One after another expressed her 
views and ali agreed with Mrs, Bigelow that 
the time would much better be spent in fash- 
foning garments for the poor babies of the 
City hospital or wrappers for convalescing 
mothers at the county institution. 

The next day found them on their way to the 
city to purchase bolts of muslim agd canton 
flannel, which they proceeded without further 
delay to cut into mumerous little garments 
which truly were worth while and which they 
found much more interesting than sorting 
vari-colored silken threads ag heretofore. 

As the summer passed into the fall, the sew- 
ing continued in Mrs. Bigelow's apartments 
and once every week a special day was set 
aside for & charity sewing bee. When Mrs. 
Bigelow removed from the hotel she invited 
the others to join her as usual, so the meet- 
ings continued, and occasionally some one 
vvould bring a friend who became 80 interest- 
ed that membership was straightway offered 
her.

So the little group of women grew and 
thrived and the garments accumulated and 
were sent to aid the destitute widows and 
orphans until one day it was decided to form 
@ regular club with Mrs. Bigelow as presi- 
dent. which she virtually had been from the 
beginning. -Papers of incorporation were 
taken out which read as follows: “ The name 
of our club shall be ‘ The Chrysolite,’ and its 
object shall be primarily philanthropy, and 
secondarily reform and social culture.” For 
severa] years the club has held its meetings 
at Shotwell hall, Fifty-fifig street and Wash- 
ington avenue, every Tuesday. There are 
now seventy-five active members, all enthu- 
siastic workers, and another seventy-five 
nesociate members. A yearly bazaar is given 
which, with the annual dues, in addition to 
several card parties and musicals arranged 
through the winter months, furnishes suffi- 
cient funds for the extension of the splendid 
work begun so simply. fourteen years ago. 
During the last year the principal bene- 
ficiaries have been the South End center, Es- 
ther Falkenstein settlement house, Hyde Park 
Recreation center, Model Lodging house, Vis- 
iting Nurses’ association, Jackson Park san- 
{tarium, Provident hospital, Convalescent’ 
Home for Women and Children, Chicago Per-~ 
manent Schoo! Extension committee, White 
Glave Traffic league, Home for Teaching the 
Adult Blind, and others. The members as- 
semble at 10:30 a. m and sew until noon -nd 
as a regult 1,200 garments were distributed 
among the Visiting Nurses, School Children’s 
Aid society, Jackson Park sanitarium, and 
some private cases during the last year.

Old Red Tape; 


Registered Letters Stamped Only.

ers of valuable letters received a 

great benefit recently when a big lot 

of red tape was reeled up and thrown 

into the discard of the postoffice de- 
partment. The act facilitates the dispatch 
and @elivery of registered letters in more 
than. 90,000 postoffices in the United States 
and foreign possessions. 

It was the method of putting an envelope 
inside of an envelope in handling registered 
letters. From time immemorial, since the 
origim of the registry department, it has been 
the custom to secrete a registered letter of 
any. size inside of what dlways has been 
known as the registered package envelope. 
It was a tustom in which delay in the han- 
dling of valuable letters has been encoun- 
tered for more than a third of a century. 


Not only did the etter or parce] itself re- 
celve @ number, but the big envelope, the

HIS is the time of the year when skates 
need sharpening and yet it is not every 
boy whe can go to the shop and have 
his skates fixed up just when they need 
tt most, for it costs money. 

I remember when I was @ young boy, at 
the age when the skating rink neld a great 
attraction for me and also when the ready 
money wherewith to have skates sharpened 
was not always in my pocket. At that time I 
used to do a fairly good job of filing skates. 

To do this I. used to. hold the point of the 
skates in a vise upside down. Standing with 
the length of the skate runner pointing to- 
ward me and with a sharp file lying cross- 


wise over the bottom of the skate blades. . 


I pushed the file back and forth, thus “ draw- 
filing ‘the bottom of the skate runner until 
the edges were sharp. This would leave a 
“burr ”’ along both sides of the skate, which 
I then filed off. In this way I made as square 
an edge as I could, an edge, too, which would. 
hold for some.time, though not as long as 
if they had been hollow ground. 

The trouble with this method was that I 
could not always hold the file absolutely 
level in “drawfiling”’ the bottom.of the 
blade, the result being that the slant would 
vary. a

these saw cuts meet the top of the notch ‘‘N,” 
which comes up from below, after which cut 
out the wood between with.a sharp knife.

The drawing below shows e aide view of 
this same biock when it is finished into the 
complete skate sharpener. . This is done by 
slipping the piece of the file, * F,” into the 


notch, “M,” which you cut in thé top of tal 


the block, fitting it tightly so that it cannot 
work. out sideways. In fitting it the ends 
of the block on top are planed off until the 
file sticks just a little above them when it is 
in place. 

This done, a thin board, “©,” of hard- 
wood is fastened over the top by screws, 
“ 8." as shown above. 

The third drawing shows the sharpener in 
position on the skate, but with the hardwood 
cover piece, **C,” removed, only the holes, 
“H,"" for the screws being shown. With 
thig arrangement you can see how easy it 
would be to file off the skate true and even on 
top, or rather on the bottom edge. 

The block “ B,” holds the file horizontally 
and always steers it straight.

Now If one part of the ball expands a mi- 
nute quantity more than the other wiih each 
heating of one side. and contracts in the same 
ratio on cooling there would tend to result a 
slight creeping movement Which in time 
would move the ball sufficiently to let the 
change in its position be notéd by the naked 
eye. Naturally the ¢xpansion of one side of 
the ball would make that side heavier than 


the chilled side, and the heated side would

Hollie W. Field criticising the failure on the part 
af civil service commissions toponsider the appear~ 
ance and personality of applicants. 

This criticiam would be just if {t were entirely 
true, but it te not. The majority of civil service 
commissions today are holding oral examinations 
for the purpose of seeing applicants and determin- 
img personality. This refers particularly to the 
better paid positions. In the minor positions the 
demand for employés te so great that it would be 
impossible for any commission to inspect and throw 
owt all the epplicants it would like to, because it. 
would find itself without enough eligidies to fill the 
demande of the appointing officers.

Another ‘natural element, however, helped 
the engineer—lignite. At a distance of a mile 
from the river an electric power plant was 
constructed which now dévelops 2,000 horse 
power.

This mine covers 1,000 acres. The coal passes 
to the power plant down an inclined shaft 
and ip crus at the end of the shaft and 
then passes to the boilers.

LINCOLsai had a substitute who 
served as & defender of the union 
througout the civil war. This assertion 
has been made many timgs before. It 
has aroused hitter controversy in various 
quarters; it has given birth to columns of 
print. beth in aupport of and denial of ite 
truth. Now, for the first time, evidence is 

here presented that the story of Lincoln's substitute 
is correct—evidence in the unassailable shape of an 
official acknowledgment from the federal government. 
The exemption of the president of the United States 
from the taking up of arms, or serving on an actual 
field of battle, is provided for By a special statute 
drawn up to meet such .. contingency. But there ‘s 
nothing to prevent the nation’s chief executive from 
sending forth e substitute to fight in his place, al- 
though, Lincoln was the only occupant of the White 
House who ever took advantage of this fact, 
The man who represented in his person th: of the 
martyred president was John Summerfield Staples, 
whose body now lies at rest in a little cemetery at 
it roudsburg, Pa.. The tombetone above his: grave, 
photogfaph of which is here reproduced, testifies not 
only to Staples’ war record, but states in granite ‘Yet- 
ters the fact of his having served as Abraham Lin- 
coln’s substitute. The inscription in question reads as.

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fere, the facts in the case were laid before the fed- 
eral authorities, and I received from the office of the 
commissioner of pensions «* Washingten.an official 
statement. confirming the entire tradition concerning 
Lincola end: his substitute. This document reads as 
follows: ; 

“Department of the Interior; Bureau of Pensions, 
Washington, May 11, 1910.—John Summerfield Staples, 
residing at Stroudsburg, Pa., fled an application for 
pension in 1883, stating that in the civil war he had 
served in Company C, One Hundred and Seventy-sixth 
Pennsylvania militia, and afterward in Coipany H, 
Second District of Columbia infantry, and that in his 
second enlistment he was a substitute for President 
Lincoln. 

“The records show that said soldier enlisted Nov. 2, 
1862, in Company C, One Hundred and Seventy,sixth 
Pennsylvania drafted militia, .hat he was honorably 
discharged May 5, 1863, and that he afterward enlisted 
April 8, 1864, in Company H, Second District of Co- 
lumbia volunteers, from which he was honorably dis- 
charged at Ale~andria, Va., Lept. 12, 1866, and the 
records also show that in this last service he was en- 
rolled as a representative recruit for Abraham Lincoln, 
who was not Hable to draft. 

“It is shown by the papers on file in this case that 
during the war President Lincoln decided that he 
would place in the army a substitite to the credit of 
the District of Columbia, and that he communicated 
his desire to do so to the provost marshal of the dis- 
trict, with a@ requéet that he select the person who 
should be placed in the service, and that the provost

He Was in the 
revolt against Balmaceda in Chile in ‘91, and later 
.fought Baez in Santo Domingo and Hippolyte in Haiti. 
In Venezuela he helped to overturn the tyranny of Cas- 
tro and he was a colonel in the Cuban army once more 
before the United Gtates took a ‘hand in the island's 
affairs. On several occasions he was confined in New 
York by the federal authorities to keep him from drag- 
ging the nation into international conflicts by his ma- 
ueuvers, and on one occasion they deliberated seriously 
about trying him for piracy to get him out of the 
way. ‘ 

All this strife and conflict never increased Boynton’s 
fortune by #0 much a# a penny. Much of it was done 
without a-salary of.any sort and in many cases he drew 
upon his private fortune to boost the cause of some 
party in whose freedom he was interested. He was the 
professional revolutionist par excellence, whose hand 
and sword were at the service of any man or combina- 
tion of men who desired freedom from tyranny, organ- 
ized governinent, or hateful authority, and’ his personal 
satisfaction wae his reward.

His 
face was clean shaven, like the old statesman’s. Most 
people thought it @ stern face, but when its official 
expression was off, a few had seén altogether a differ- 


them forth destitute and homeless from thefr fruitless 
labors. The history of the state teems with their an- 
tagonism. Mr. Land Shark seldom showed his face on 
“ locations"’ from which he should have. to «eject the 
unfortunate victims of a monstrously tangled land sys- 
tem, but let his «missaries do the work. There was 
_ lead in every cabin, molded into balls for him; many 
of his brothers had enriched the grass with their blood. 
The fault of it all lay far back. 

When the state was young, she felt the need of at- 
tracting newcomers and of rewarding those pioneers 
already within her borders. Year after year she issued 
land scrip—headrights, bounties, veteran donations, cen- 
federates, and to railfoads, irrigation companies,, col- 
onies, and tillers of the sof galore. All requifed of 
the grantee was that he or it should have the scrip 
properly surveyed upon the public domain by the county 
or district surveyor, and ‘the land thus appropriated be- 
came the property of him of it, or his or its heirs and 
assigns, forever. 

In those days—and here is where the trouble began 
——the state’s domain was practically inexhaustible, and 
the old surveyors, with princely—yea, even. western 
American—liberality, gave good measure and overfiow- 
ing. Often the jovial man of metes and bounds would 
dispense altogether with the tripod and chain. Mounted 
on a pony that could cover somethirfg near a “ vara” 
at @ step, with a pocket compass to direct his course, 
he would trot out a survey by counting the beat of 
his pony’s hoofs, mark his corners, and write out his 
field notes with the complacency produced by an act of 
duty. well performed. Sometimes—and who could blame 
the surveyor?—when the pony was “feeling his oats,” 
he might step a little higher and farther, and in that 
case the beneficiary of the scrip might get a thousand 
or two more acres’ in his survey than the acrip: called 
for. But look at the boundless leagues the state had 
to spare! However, no one ever had to complain ef 
the pony understepping. Nearly every old survey in 
the state contained an excess of land.

Loestion of the Moraine. 

At the present time the origina? Valparaiso 
moraine lies along the north, west, and 
southwest of the Chicago map. Its average 
height is forty feet, reaching its greatest 
height to the southwest. Its erosions in ages 
past have left made lands from the moraine’s 
northern terminal at Winnetka, west, east 
along the shores of Indiana, and north again 
to Berrien Springs, Mich. The name “ Val- 
paraiso moraine’ comes from the fact that 
the Indiana city of Valparaiso is built upon it. 

In the vicinity of Chicago at various dis- 
tances excavations have disclosed the beach 
sands of the older lake.

When the Austin 
telephone exchange building several years 
ago was having a basement sedoped for it te 
support the brick and- stone walle a remark- 
able strip of water lined beach sands was un- 
covered. A portion of the old moraine ridge 
is noticeable in the vicinity of Westérn ave 
nue and West Eighty-seventh streets. 

This moraine ridge at the present time av- 
erages about fifteen miles wide for the whole 
length of the glacial movement. It is the 
presence of thie ridge which, in accordance 
with natura) drainage conditions, served to 
divide waters east and west Into the St. Law- 
rence and the Mississippi basins It hes 
been remarked that the Desplaines, Sak 
creek, and the Chicago river, fowing within 
the Chicago plain filled by erosions of the 
moraine, are mere ditches serving as limited 
dreinage channels for the former mershes.

Two or three hundred years later the 
plain citizens of that neighborhood had a 
masemeeting and voted that the Pullman 
company had De Soto beaten a mile as re- 
garde names and petitioned congrese to be 
caHed Green Springs. And so it ie. In the 
meantime the legislature had done the right 
thing by our early Sunday excursioniste and 
named one of the counties in South Florida 
“ Hernando ™” and another “ De Soto." 

After Espirito Santo properly had been 
discovered and the Spaniards had imbibed 
enough minérel water to make them young 
again they came around the head of the bay 
and discovered Tampa. Here they found 
many Indians who already had christened 
the village. The word Tampa is Seminole 
for “eplit wood for quick fires.” 


Lives Up to Name. 
From the start Tampe was destined to be- 
come assimilated with a “ hot town” and 
cigar industry.

Tampa Bay to the East. 

Climate and location are the chief causes of 
the prosperity of this locality. In the west- 
ern part of Hilisboro county is a long, 
narrow strip of land known as the Pinellas 
peninsula. To the east is Tampa bay, noted 
for its historical associations as well as for 
its attractiveness, and to the south and west 
are the warm waters of the Gulf of Mexico. 
During the last few years the peninsula has 
become widely known and settlers from the 
north have been purchasing iand there in 
large amounts for the purpose of starting or- 
chards and establishing homes. 

There are orange groves on the peninsula 
that have been in bearing more than -twenty 
-years. These trees prove that this locality 
enjoys considerable immunity from frost, 
but even the old time orchardists do not deny 
that many of the young trees were killed dur- 
ing the “big: freeze’ at the :¢:me time that an 
enormous amount of frujt was destroyed in 
almost all parts of the state. 

There is an excellent Jocal market for all 
of the products of the soil and in addition 
large amounts of fruit and vegetables are 
shipped to northern markets. 


Water Easy to Obtain. 

Except on the rich, black muck lands fer- 
tilization of the soil is necessary to ob- 
tain the largest yields and irrigation, hoth 
for gummer and winter crops, is an important 
factor in successful farming. Irrigation in 
Hillsboro county is not expensive, as it 
is obtained either by means of a shallow weil 
or from an artesian well. A well sunk almost 
anywhere on the peninsula will yield a good 
supply of pure water. 

The establishing of a grape fruit or Orange 
grove is a matter involving both expense and 
labor and in addition requires some years of 
waiting for results. But in spite of these 
drawbacks many a person_of small means 
who was not afraid of hard work has sup- 
ported himself and family while waiting for

poultry, keeping bees, or growing small fruits 
or vegetables. All of these pursuits are prof- 
itable. In addition there are the fisheries and 
many opportunities to work at trades. 

Land is comparatively cheap on the te ©

terms. A building in such a mild climate does } 
not need to be of heavy construction, hence 
the expense for shelter is mot great. ‘The 
farming implements that are needed are few 


to cultivate. « . 


Greatest Need for Workers. 

Like every other section of the south and 
west, the St. Petersburg district wants work- 
ers rather than professional men. The men 
most needed are the settlers who realize 
the resources of the country and who have 
‘the energy, resources, and skill necessary to 
establish a home in the face of whatever difi- 
culties may be encountered 

St. Petersburg is progressive. It has tele- 
phone, electric light, and trolley service, wa- 
terworks owned by the city, a complete sew- 
erage system, a fire department, miles of 
sidewalks, and surfaced streets and in addi-

Although not a large city St. Petersburg 
has much civic pride. The city has a free 
hospital, a free reading room, and a library. 
Many of the fraternal orders and the leading 
religious denominations make good showings. 
Much pride is felt in the schools, which are 
free to:visitors as well as to residents. 


Good Fishing an Attraction. 

Tourists find the fishing one of the chief 
attractions of St. Petersburg, Good sport is 
to be had on the long piers that run out 
from the shore, but the more ambitious make 
tripss to places that are less frequented.

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CANALS TO DRAIN 
‘THE EVERGLADES 


| Great ‘Dredges” "Working Day 


and Night..in’ Immense 
Reclamation Project. 


MEANS MUCH TO FLORIDA. 


Millions of People Can Be Sup- 
ported on the Fertile Land 
to Be Redeemed. 


Day and night the great dredges at work 
on the canals that are to drain the ever- 
slades ‘are creeping toward their destina- 
tions. There is not a moment during the 
entire twenty-four hours when these huge 
, Machines, cease their monotonous work of 
cutting a broad path through the saw grass. 
Each of the dredges is going ahead at the 
rate of a little more than a mile a Month, 
The engineers have announced that the most 
difficult part of their work has been done, and 
that about all that remaine is for the power- 
ful machines to cut their way through a 
stretch of soft soil. 

Gov. Gilchrist, who is chairman of the in- 
ternal improvement fund, a state organiza- 
tion that has charge of the reclamation work, 
recently made a trip of inspection to the 
everglades, He was accompanied by a num- 
ber of officials, all of whom looked carefully 
into the details of the work. The governor 
and the other trustees of the fund visited the 
three dredges which are working out from 
New river and up the Miami river, and said 
they were more than satisfied with the prog- 
reas being made. 


Workers Isolated from World. 

Three more dredges are working south from 
Lake Okeechobee. These will meet the other 
dredges in the midst of the land that fg to be 
reclaimed. When at work far out in the 
swamp the men on the dredges are isolated 
from the. outside world. One of the drefiges 
has a telephone line which runs back twenty- 
miles to Miami. Experiments have also been 
made with wireless telegraph. 

The engineers in charge of the work say 
there can be no doubt of the successful out- 
come of their task, but the main trouble is 
that people are tod anxious to get on the land. 
Since last July the dredges have cut 100,000 
feet of canals and are now going ahead faster 
than ever. Oi! is to be used hereafter as fuel 
and the change will mean greater efficiency.

The Floriia everglades at present repre- 
sent a wet prairie, about 150 miles long by 
fifty-five miles wide, lying between the pine 
and swamp lands that have grown over two 
reefs of rock on the east and west coasts. 
No river penetrates the rock rim into the 
glades. The land is level and is about twenty~- 
one feet above the sea. Itis composed chiefly 
of muck and sand ona rock bottom. Where 
this rock bottom approaches too close to the 
eurface conditions for farming will not be as 
favorable as in the regions wiiere there is a 
greater depth of soil. 


Some Soil Exceedingly Rich. 

The annual rainfall of this region averages 
about sixty inches, and as there is no outlet 
the ground is inundated. The land is free 
from trees-and stumps, the only growth 
being an impenetrable mass of saw grass 
that can be disposed of when the water is 
out of the way. There are some smal! keys 
which are dry at all seasons, and these have 
a soil that is exceecingly rich. The Indians 
bave gardens on some of these islands. 

On account of the unusual features that 
governed its formation the soilkis not per- 
fecily balanced, but experts have shown 
that correction of the defect is easy and that 
when properly done the fertility is ususual. 
Representatives of the department of agri- 
culture recently visited the everglades and 
nrade a careful study of the soils feund there. 
Before the time for serious settlement be- 
gins the specialists will be able to tell the 
farmers exactly what musi be come in order 
to win success.

-Soil Is Suited for Cane > 
Cultivation. 


Expert Avers ‘Careful Work 
Would Rout Beet Growing 
from the Industry. 


Tahahassee, Fila... Feb. 11.—[Special.)— 
Florida is not generally considered as a sugar 
growing state, but in the opinion of Prof. R. 
E. Rose, state chemist, there are few places 
that offer greater advantages for this pur- 
pose. When progressive, up to date methods 
are adopted throughout the sugar bek Prof. 
Rose believes the beet sugar industry will be 
forced into the background. In a digcursion 
of present conditions in Fiorldn he said: 

“The culture of sugar cane and the mManu- 
facture of raw sugar, or sirup, in Florida 
dates from the earliest settlement. The plant 
was introduced by th8 Jesuit fathers and 
was cultivated largely on the east coust, near 
St. Augustine and New Smyrna, by the earii- 
est Spanish settlers, the cane having been 
introduced from the West Indies, where it 
was cultivated on a commercia) scale as 
early as 1618. 


Find Evidences of Industry. « 

3 The remains of sugar factories and evi- 
dences of’ sugar culture on an Knmense scale 
are still found at New Smyrna in the Turn- 
bull hammock. A drainage systenrthat was 
esteblished by the sugar and indigo planters 
more than two hundreds years ago is stil! in 
use. There is no good reason for doubting 
that Florida wae the first part of the United 
States where sugar wags cultivated and manu- 
factured on a large scale.

SWAMP 


" What is the nature of the soi:*" 

This question inevitable whenever 
Fiorida is mentioned and it Is one that al- 
most invariably brings out a difference of 
opinion. Qne reason 
that the soil often Is ‘‘ spotty "; the fect that 
@ certain tract is rood not always being » 
certain indication that the adjoining land 
is of equal merit. Friends of the state con- 
tend. however, that Florida is the’same as 
other commonwealths in this regard. 

In order to give the public accurate infor- 
mation regarding this subject, B. E. McLin, 
commissioner of agriculture of Florida, has 
furnished the following outline of the nat- 
ture of soils to be found im the localities 
where settlers are locating: 

The average soil of Florida issandy, mixed 
‘vith more or less clay, I'me. and organic 
tnatter. The greater portion may be desig- 
mated as pine !ands because of the timber 
‘that predominates. There are lands where 
the timber is a mixture of pine, white oak, 
red oak, water oak, live oak, gum, bay, 
hickory, magnolia, cabbage. palmetto, etc, 
These are termed mixed hammock lands, 


: Classification of Soils. 

The general classification of soils is jn the 
following order; first, second, and third rate 
pine lands, high hammock, low hammock, 
and swamp iands. Pine lancs cover much 
the larger portion of the state and the soil 
is apparently all sand, but such is not the 
case. Over a g:eater portion of the state 
this sand is thorougi:ly mixed with small 
particies of shells, which contain carbonate 
of lime, other minerals. and decomposed. 
finely granulated vegetabic matter. 

It is true that Florica has her proportion 
of poor lands, just as have otber states and 
countries, but compared with some other 
states the ratio is small. With the exception 
of a small area of suppssediy irreclaimable 
*ewamp lands. there is scarcely =n acre inthe 
entire state which cannot be made, undér 
the influence of the warm climate, to pay 
tribute to man’s energy. Some of the soils 
which would ‘be valueless in a cold climate 
can be made productive in Florida, accord- 
ing to the state commissioner of agriculture. 

First. class pine land has a soil which is 
peculiar to Florida. The surface ‘s usually 
covered to a depth of several inches with a 
dark vegetable mold, beneath which to a 
depth of several feet is a chocolate colored 
sandy loam, usually mixed with Mmestone 
pebbles and resting on a substratum of mar), 
clay, or limestone. 


Fertile and Durable. 

This soil has been proved to be both fertile 
and durable and in some of the older districts 
has ylelded well for many years without the 
use of fertilizer. Both garden truck and fruit 
can be grown successfully on this soil, which 
also produces a fine quality of sea island cot- 
ton. By the proper us of leguminous plants it 
$s claimed by experts that this soil can be 
kept continually at a high degree of fertility. 
The same treatment is beneficial in all the 
other classes of pine lands. 

Becond class pine lands from the largest 
elassification. These lands are almost all pro- 
ductive. They are not hilly, but for the most 
‘ part are undulating. Some of these lands 
nave no regular, compact clay under them 
nnd this fact occasionally is taken as evi- 
dence against them. The stateofficials, how- 
ever. contend that this objection, if it Is to be 
wonsidered as one, is likely to be the result of 
‘mere prejudice. as they claim clay in the 
subsoil is of little use for plant food. ‘T’he 
main value of the clay, it is urged, is that it 
acts as a reservoir by preventing the escape 
of water. ; 

Light, sandy soils 6€ this class sometimes 
lose their fertility after yielding wel! at first. 
The scientists contend that this is due toa 


for the differences is , 


lack of humus and not to the tact that the 
subsoil is porpus. By the use of leguminous 
crops and by proper cultivation it is asserted 
that these soile often can be rendered better 
than when first put under the plow. 

Even the third rate pine lands are not held 
to be worthless. These are of two types. 
One occurs in the high, rolling, sandy dis- 
tricts which carry a scanty growth of " Plack 
jack’ and pine. The other type is found in 
the lower parts of the east coast and usually 
is covered with scrub hickory and shrubs 
Some of the finest pineapples produced in 
Florida are grown on soil of this character 
and it is well adapted for sisalhemp. The 
cheaper pine lands are good for cattle ranges. 

The swamp lands are held to be the richest 
in the state. They are alluvial in character 
and occupy natural depressions or basins, 
which have gradually filled up with depos‘ts 
of vegetable débris, €tc., washed in from ad- 
jacent and higher Jands. Drainage is indis- 
pensible with all of the swamp iands in 
preparing them for cultivation. Properly pre- 
pared the soll of the swamp lands wil! nourish 
a succession of exhausting crops, ‘such @s 
sugar cane, without apparent loss of fertility. 
The greater part of the swamp lands prorer 
are in east and south Fiorida, although there 
ere other bodies In the northern, micdle. and 
western parts of the state. 

The soils of the Everglades differ little from 
those of the smallswamps. The soil is com- 
posed almost entire!y of decomposed vege- 
table matter and is therefore rich in nitr 0; 
gen, but is lacking to a considerable extent 
w ith regard to the mineral constituents neces- 
sary for plant life. in consequence of this 
experts adivise the use of phosphoric acid and 
potash, as fertilizer, in many loca!fties. 


Ditching Sometimes Necessary. 

Low hammocks are held to be practically 
equivalent in fertility to swamp lands, but 
they are not considered equally desirable. 
These lands have a deep soll, and sometimes 
ditching is necessary. 
are not likely to be affected by drought. 
They are well adapted to the growing of 
Sugar cane, corn, and all vegetables. 

High hammocks are in great favor tn Flor- 
ida. They have an undulating surface, with 
a soil of fine vegetable mold, mixed with a 
fancy loam, sometimes to a depth of several 
feet. One advantage of the high hammocks 
is that they scarcely ever suffer because of 
too much water during hard rains. Another 
is that in times of drought the clay or rock 
subsoll prevents them from becoming too 
dry. 

Cultivation {s easy on the high hammocks 
and the soil is free from weeds. When 
cleared and plowed the soil is ready for crops. 
The soil is mellow and the high surround- 
ings are healthful for the settlers. In un- 
favorable seasons the high hammocks often 
show their value by producing good yields 
while locations lacking their advantages fa!) 
below the average crops. These high class 
lands are to be found In several large bodies, 
a number of counties being peeeeer' fa- 
vored in this regard. 

In addition to the classifications Mteokie 
mentioned there are large tracts of prairie 
land which resemble the swamps as regards 
formation of soil but are destitute of tim- 
ber. Some of these lands are poor, mainly 
because of a substratum of hard material 
through which roots of trees cannot pene- 
trate. When the hardpan is not too near the 
surface vegetables can be grown, provided 
fertilization and other details are properly 
attended to. Most of these lands afford ex- 
cellent pasfurage during the greater part of 
the year. They are, therefore, used as cat- 
tle ranges. 


MARKETS FOR ALL PRODUCTS. 


Tampa and Other Cities in Hillsborough 
\ County Furnish Way of Reach- 
ing the Consumer. 


Tampa and the other cities of Hillsborough 
county furnish good local markets for vege- 
tables and other farm produce. The trans~- 
portation facilities are so good that it is easy 
to make shipments to other markets.

“But above all we strongly urge that 
prospective homeseekers should come and see 
the lands they contemplate buying before 
closing deals or making payments. Few 
peopie think of buying a suit of clothes or a 
hat without firet ceeing the gooda, yet how 
many people will make considerable pur- 
‘chases of lands without seeing them firet. If 
this precaution 42 not exercised and the re- 
sults prove ungatisfactory, as they are apt to 
be, the, buyer has no right to bleme Fioride 
or innocent’ citizens.

TOLSTOY'S LAST INTERVIEW 


Yesterday, my uncle, Leo Nikolaevich, mys- 
lriously left his home. None knows whither he 


went, although his immediate family ‘believe that he 
must have set out to visit either his sister Alexandra, 
at her convent, or his friend Tchertkoff, in the 
Crimea. Only four days before his disappearance, 
| had the great privilege of talking with him for 
nearly an hour. During that time, he discoursed 
freely on topics of most vital interest to all man- 
kind. I had made a special pilgrimage to Yasnava 
Poliana, in order that I might hear from my uncle’s 
ips his final views concerning immortality and God. 
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“*I would have embraced her—but in that moment 
she vanished. All was dark’”’ 


It was late afternoon when I penetrated into his 
private cabinet, where I found him outstretched on 
a couch, staring blankly at the floor. The heap of 
letters and papers on the table near by showed that 
he had been reeently at work, but now he appeared 
listless, weary. When I had seated myself, and 
had explained the object of my eoming, my uncle 
courteously, albeit with an air of reluctance, con- 
sented to the desired interview. 

“But,” he added, with an aceess of energy, “I 
hope that this interview is to be the last, because 
I dislike being disturbed while I am completing my 
memoirs, which are mv life-work. For ths task. I 
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require peace and _ solitude. 
So, my friend Tchertkoff has 
sought and found a pleasant 
place in which I shall be able 
to work quite undisturbed.” 
Asked if he were annoyed 
by the intrusion of visitors, 
the eminent thinker replied 
with peculiar emphasis: 
“Indeed, | am! These per- 
sons come, and | am com- 
pelled to meet them, to be 
with them. Unhappily, they 
fail to realize that the time 
of an old man is precious. | 
have much still to say. I must 


say it soon. Il have a pre- 
sentiment that the great 
change draws near -— very 
near. | feel—nay, I know 


—that my sun of life is set- 
ting fast.” 

This statement led to a 
question concerning belief in 
premonitions. 

“Yes, I believe in them,” was 
the frank and serious answer. “I 
have had sufficient personal ex- 
perience to justify faith, I am 
convinced that certain persons 
have developed an added sense, a 
subtle sense, by which they perceive 

essentials of truth. Speaking generally 
concerning my own experiences, the pre- 
sentiments have not been sharply de- 


fined. They have come rather as vague 
dreams. But, quite recently, their im- 


portanee to me has greatly increased, 
and so, also, their clarity, The experi- 
mental scientist may ignore the facts of 
such oceult perception. I, however, am 
a firm believer in them—with reason, 
surely, since I know that they exist. 

“It was only two days ago that I passed 
through an experience of the sort. The 

event was as curious as it was convincing. | 

was resting here on this couch, as now, my mind 

occupied with thoughts of a letter I would write 

to Vassily Ivanovich in the evening. Suddenly, 

the door of my cabinet opened. And whom do

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NFINITE pains, infinite eare as 
to detail, and persistent, deter- 
mined, untiring effort, are what I 
have had to give to my work.* 

One reads of the “joys of com- 
position,’ of the delight of the 
writer in his work. I have known 


nene of this. To me it has been drudgery — 
drudgery unrelieved. The joy of completed work 
—-yes; but the anguish of work in the process! 


ach morning | shrink from my desk with a 
dread that is inexpressible. The hours I write 
are hours of torture. And it grows no easier. 
They say experience and practice bring facility 
of expression. I have not found it so. Over 
each sentence I labor as much now as I did in my 
first story. 

It is just as hard for me to move the ‘ory 
on — to get from one point to another — now; as 
it was in the beginning. The process of choosing 
words, of deciding between synonymes, of con- 
densing, of elimination, of re-arrangement, is all 
as difficult now as it has always been. And | 
have no reasonable hope that it will ever be 
easier. 

This may not be, and I sincerely hope is not, 
the experience of most writers. But it is mine. I 
have lieard authors say: “I tossed that story off 
in a night!” or, “I wrote that on the train between 
Philadelphia and New York!” And I have lis- 
tened with wonder and envy, for I knew how im- 
possible it would be tor me to turn out any story 


in anything like so short a time. 


Nor could I write on a train or anywhere else 
save in my ewn apartment, before my desk and 
typewriter, and with all my note books and dic 
tionaries and books of synonymes around me. 

I employ the help of every mechanical device 


of which I know. I have worn out a copy each of Soule’s “English 
Synonymes” and Roget’s “Thesaurus” — the two books I use most. 
Just last month 1 bought new copies; because, from constant hand- 
ling, the leaves were coming out of those I had. 
poetry, which I do not, I am sure I should make incessant use of the 
rhyming dictionaries that poets are supposed to scorn. 

My note books are many. The greater part of my life seems to be 
made of taking notes. I never go anywhere without a tiny note book, 


with its fitted pencil, in my purse.

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WHO does not enjoy wateh- 
ing things— plants, children, 
bank accounts—grow? To 
take a hand in furthering the 
process is to increase the de- 
light a hundred-fold. To have 
children and bank accounts is 
not granted to all. But every- 
one who loves flowers can have 
them — by taking a very little 
trouble. And the “trouble” 
will become a pleasure, as the 
gardener — no matter on how 

small a seale — watches the wonderful way in which 

Nature responds to and aids his efforts. 

It is not necessary to have a large country estate, 
a suburban home, or 
even a back yard, in 
order to have the joy 
of making things grow. 
A window-sill, whereon 
you can place a box of 
earth, will serve. Feb- 
ruary is not too early 
to begin thinking about 
it, or to begin your 
preparations, if you are 
going to give yourself 
this pleasure. Spring 
will soon be here. The 
following suggestions, 
from a wide experience, 
are offered to the ama- 
teur gardener, whatever 
. his opportunities and 
ambitions. 

Bulbs for Spring 

Planting. 

NO flowers are easier 
vf eultivation or give 
greater satisfaction 
than some of the bulb- 
ous kinds which should 
be planted in the 
spring. Particularly is 
this true of the dahlia 
and the gladiolus. Both 
of these flowers have 
won amazing popularity 
during the past few 
vears, and enormous 
quantities of the bulbs 
are sold each season. 
There is almost a dahlia 
craze in New England, 
where dahlia gardens 
are seen on every hand. 
Other sections, too, are 
becoming enamored of the flower; aud there is now 
a Dahlia Society with a large membership. 

Especially interesting is the dahlia, because of 
the many forms which it has assumed —for ex- 
ample, the cactus, the show, the pompom, the decor- 
ative, the guilled, and the fancy varieties, besides 
the stngle dahlias. Dahlias, as they are grown to- 
day, appear in almost endless colors and shadings, 
and in innumerable forms. They will grow in any 
good soil. May is the month for putting the bulbs 
into the ground; and when the plants are six inches 
or so high, the tops should be pinched off in order 
to make the plants assume a compact, bush-like 
shape, instead of growing tall and angular. 

A close rival of the dahlia is the gladiolus. As 
now grown, it 1s a flower of rare and wondrous 
beauty. It may be massed in beds, or sown among 
perennials to prolong the flowering season, with 
equally good effect. It makes exquisite cut flowers; 
and during the season immense quantities are 
shipped to New York, where the blooms are largely 
used on the tables of the best hotels. Few flowers 
will keep so long after cutting. A vase of gladioli 
will often remain in good eondition for a week or 
more. They are wonderfully interesting to grow, 
Y because of their great variety in form and 

coloring. Some of the new sorts“are fairly 
mammoth in size; others much resemble orchids. 


THE JOY OF MAKING THING 
GROW —%y Adam Eden 


Planted in May, the gladiolus will blossom in 
July or August. It may be planted earlier in the 
southern states. If successive plantings are made 
at short intervals up to the end of June, the bloom- 
ing season will be prolonged until frost. Choose 
a sunny location and then give the bulbs plenty of 
water until the flowers are produced. The bulbs 
should be buried from two to four inches deep, 
according to their size. If they are put in rather 
deep, the plants will have stronger stalks, and there 
will be less need of staking them. 

Many other bulbs may be started in the spring. 
The list includes most of the hlies; the tuberous- 
rooted begonia; montbretias; the summer hyacinth; 
the caladium, or elephant’s ear; and the tigridia. 

One of the advantages of the tuberous-rooted

begonia is that it will thrive equally well in the 
shade and in the sun. Indeed, it seems to do even 
better when itis never touched by a ray of direct 
sunlight. Moreover, it is a very handsome plant. 
The bulbs should be started in the house in Mareh 
or April, and planted out of doors in May. The 
soil should be rich; and a little manure should be 
spaded into it, if possible. The bulbs should be 
planted three inches deep and a foot apart, and 
they should receive an abundance of water through- 
out the season. If this attention is not neglected, the 
handsome, waxy flowers will continue to appear until 
Jack Frost euts them down with his sickle of ice. 

Lilies prefer a light, sandy soil. If such a loca- 
tion is not available, the bulbs should be surrounded 
by sand; and manure should on no account be 
allowed to come in contact with them. It should 
be used as a top dressing or buried sevéral inches 
under the bulbs. Most lilies require deep planting. 


Plants That Live Over 


Si HARDY perennials form the

Hollyhocks and sunflowers everybody knows, 
They are reminiscent of the old-fashioned garden; 
but they are none the less worth cultivating. Golden 
glow is another flower that is well known and widely 
grown. It does not belong to the aristocracy, to 
be sure; but it makes a fine show when massed, and 
grows tall enough to be used to hide unsightly ob- 
jects. 

Anemone Japonica is quite its opposite. Delieate 
and dainty, its beauty is exquisite, and the flowers 
bloom until the frost euts them down. Their eom- 
mon name of “Japanese wind flower” bespeaks the 
nature of the plant. 

Campanulas, the German iris, the hardy asters, 
and pyrethrum, are among the other hardy peren- 
nials that are worth growing. The pyrethrum & 
especially to be reeommended, because the flowers 
are excellent for cutting, often remaining in good 
condition for a week.

Nasturtiums—The People’s Flowers 


ANYBODY can grow nasturtiums. Not that 
they will not repay careful culture and considerate 
attention; but they will contrive to exist under al- 
most any condition. Not only is it one of the easiest 
of the common flowers to grow, it is also one of the 
most satisfactory. It makes a splendid show in the 
garden; the dwarf varieties are excellent for bor- 
ders ; the taller kinds are handsome when allowed to 
climb over rocks or fenees, or when grown in poreh 
boxes; the blossoms will keep for a long time when 
cut; and the plants will flourish in pots indoors 
during the winter, if placed in a sunny window. 


plants. Many shrubs need prun- 
ing two or three times in the 
summer, if they are to be kept 
within bounds. 

When shrubs and trees are 
planted, the branches should be 
eut back one-half to balance 
the root system. It pains the 
amateur to adopt measures so 
drastic; but they are necessary for the health of the 
plant. Otherwise the abbreviated root system will 
be unable to provide sufficient nourishment. 

Rose’ bushes should be trimmed severely, if you 
wish to grow fine specimens. Prune the hybrid per- 
petuals in Mareh. Remove the weakest stems and 
eut back the canes to eight inches or so. The teas 
and hybrid teas may be pruned in April, and should 
not be cut back more than half as much as the per- 
petuals. Those who prefer many small flowers to a 
few large ones should prune their roses less severely, 
leaving canes three or four feet long. 

Oftentimes old rose bushes, that have received 
little attention for years, may be rejuvinated by 
drastie treatment —even to the.extent of cutting 
the plants back to the

Small 
stones or broken pieces of flower pots should 
be placed in the bottom of the box before filling 
in the earth, in order to assure good drainage. A 
layer an inch high will not be too much. 

A great variety of plants may be grown in flower 
boxes. Choose some to grow upright and others to 
trail over the sides. Geraniums are most commonly 
grown in the center of the box, with vinca to trail 
over the front. Verbenas, nasturtiums, heliotrope, 
petunias, and the variegated periwinkle, are also 
popular in various a Nasturtiums make 
a particularly bright display, falling over the front 
of the box and blossoming profusely. 

The pleasure afforded by a porch or window box 
ean be enjoyed even where the sun shines for only 
an hour or two each day. There are many plants 
which do splendidly in shady places. There is the 
begonia, for example, which will blossom very 
freely, even though it does not receive a single ray 
of sunshine all summer. That does not mean that 
it will thrive in a dark place. but that direct sun- 
light is not required to make it prosper. Fuchsias, 
too, those old-time favorites, will flower nicely in 
shaded places, and require little care and no nursing. 
The only point to remember is that these plants 
need good drainage and plenty of water, and that 
the water must not be sprinkled on the leaves of 
the tuberous-rooted begonia. 
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A Veritable Eden 


The nasturtium has no whims as to soil; but it 
hankers after sunlight and abhors cold feet, so that 
good drainage is desirable. The main thing 1s‘ to 
get good germination, which may be had if the 
seeds are planted avout an inch deep in finely pul- 
verized soil, and the soil is then firmly pressed down 
upon the seeds. This latter point should be ob- 
served carefully. The plants will flower best if 
given some support, if nothing more than pieces of 
brush placed under them. Thin the plants as soon 
as they have a few leaves open, so that they will 
stand several inches apart. The flowers and the 
young leaves of the nasturtium may be used as a 
salad, or for a sandwich filling. The flavor is some- 
what like that of cress.

In pruning fruit 
trees, remember, that 


winter pruning en- 
courages a healthy 
growth of wood; while 
summer pruning in- 
duces fruit bearing. As 
a matter of practice, 
however, the summer 
pruning should be 
light; and it is often 
necessary to do some 
work in winter in or- 
der to keep the proper 
shape of the tree. 

Old trees, and those 
that have been badly 
neglected, may require 
* tha severe pruning; but, as 
TR i a rule, it is best to eut 
3 away a little wood each 
vear. If the tree is 
taken when it 1s young, 
it may be shaped in any 
way desired. Remem- 
ber. that a low-headed 
tree can be sprayed 
much more easier than 
a tall one, and that the 
harvesting of the fruit is also greatly simplified. 

Here is a good rule to follow: Do not eut down- 
ward on a limb; it is safer to use the saw from un- 
derneath. It is imperative, too, to cover the wound, 
made by pruning, with house paint or with tar, to 
act as an antiseptic. Be sure that the grape-vines 
are pruned before the sap begins to flow, else they 
will “bleed” very freely. The work may be done 
any time up to the last of February, although it is 
best to do the work in the fall. 
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Spray Early and Often 

SUCCESSFUL fruit and vegetable growing 
has come to be largely a matter of fighting the bugs. 
Every gardener needs a spray pump. There are 
many -kinds. The amateur who works alone will 
find one of the air pressure affairs very satisfac- 
tory. When the machine is charged, the operator 
has only to direct the spray. Bucket spray pumps 
are cheaper, however, selling as low as $2.00; al- 
though those costing $5.00 are much more satis- 
factory. The operator works the pump with one 
hand while he handles the nozzle with the other. 
Of course, two men are needed in order to spray 
trees; one to operate the pump, while the other 
climbs the step ladder or manipulates a long pole 
to which the hose is attached. Knapsack sprayers 
are excellent in theory, the operator simply strap- 
ping one to his back. They are, however, rough 
on clothing, and should only be used when a

, now some successful writers 
who never conceived a big story in 
their lives, but who have written little 
Stories with so much skill and eare 
that readers have found them full of 
interest. 

And there are those who have one 
big story to tell, (usually revolving 
around some crisis in their own lives). 
And after that, they have nothing else; 
because they don’t know how to write 
— because they can’t dress up their 
little ideas. 

Any one can write a big story who 
has a big story to write. But it takes 
great skill and infinite care'as to detail 
to write a “little story” and to make it 
interesting. 

I think I am forgetting to say that 
I do all my work direct on the type- 
writer —the most laborious method, 
the one that most taxes the nerves and 
And yet I ean 
write no other way. I must see each 
sentence in type before I can form 
the next. The use of a pen seems only 
to confuse me. 

It has often been said to me: “And 
you do your work direct on the 
machine? How much easier that must 
be; then you do not have to copy it?” 

Plodding, methodical, persistent, in- 
cessant work is the only means to ac- 
complishment that I know. 

Nothing makes me quite so rabid as 
to have some one carelessly remark: 
“What a charming story you had in 
last month’s . I’ve had in 
mind a story on that order for some 
time. I’m going to write it soon. I’ve 
always wanted to write. Everyone 
who reads my letters says I can; but 
I’ve just never gotten at it.” 

Such persons seem to think that all 
that is required for writing a story is 
to select a free evening, to fill up an 
ink-well, to get out a fresh pen-point, 
some paper, and to begin! 

Of course, now and then we hear of 
a writer whose first efforts were all 
accepted — and more were demanded 
— by the editors. There are exceptions 
to all rules. There are people who 
have six toes or three arms. But they 
are not many. And they are wise 
enough to join a museum, where [| 
think the people whose first literary 
attempts were glaringly successful 
would be equal attractions. 

Infinite pains, infinite care as to de- 
tail, and persistent, determined, untir- 
ing, effort is what I gave to my work 
long before I thought of inflicting it 
upon an editor. And it is what I give 
to wt still. 

You may say that, with all this 
labor, my work should be better. My 
answer is that without this labor I 
should probably never appear in print
